Investment securities were quiet. The New 
York stock market was active, with a down- 
ward tendency.—The Chicago grain markets 
were dull and easier, with very little busi 
ness on outside account, while provisions 
were stronger, with a fair volumeof trading 
in pork. As compared with Friday, pork 
products closed about 24% cents higher, wheat 
cent lower, corn , cent lower for this 
month, oats % cent higher, rye and barley 
easy, and flaxseeds g cent higher. The re- 
eeipts of grain in this city during last week 
exeseded the shipments by 343,000 bushels 
in wheat and 271,000 busheis in corm. The 
packing of this city since the beginning of 
the season includes 1,224,000 hogs, against 
1,018,000 to the same time last year and 
1,208,000 to do in 1888.

If this statement is correct then Eads should 
go to ‘‘some European Power” and get his 
money. Congress should hot guarantee one 
cent on a doubtful experiment. 
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THE VANWERBILT WILL. 

The will of the late William H. Vander- 
bilt has been filed for probate. By the terms 
of its provisions each of the eight ehildren 
receives the lump sum of $10,000,000, and 
$2,000,000 additional to Cornelius, which 
uses up $82,000,000 of the estate. The 
widow is given tue use of the family resi- 
dence and personal property and an annuity 
of $200,000 per year in lied of dower. 
About $1,000,000 is devoted to charity, and 
the remainder of the property is divided be- 
tween the two eldest sons, Cornelius and 
William K., which, with the $10,000,000 do- 
nated them, will make their share of the es- 
tate above $60,000,000 each. The will fur- 
ther provides that a portion of the railroad 
stocks shall be held by trustees and adminis- 
tered by them. 

This ends the career of William H. Van- 
derbilt so far as the public is concerned. The 
estate is now itt new hands, and the most in- 
teresting question new is: How will it be ad- 
ministered ? Will either ef the two favored 
sons have as much as their father when they 
pass away? ‘The eldest son is now About 40 
years old. Suppose the two sons live twen- 
ty-five or thirty years longer, how will they 
come out? If the money is let alone to in- 
crease by the natural aceretion of interest, 
and the sons live up the difference between 
simple and compound interest, in thirty years 
each of them would have $90,000,000 more, 
which would make their fortunes $150,000,000 
each, allowing an average growth Of 5 per cent 
a year. The United States bonds aré 4 per 
cents, and some Stocks may pass dividends, 
but the chances are that, if their money is 
wisely administered and if it is not taken into 
Wall street for speculative purposes, in the 
time we have estimated they will double 
their fortunes. To whatever extent, how- 
ever, it goes into Wall street their fortunes 
will shrink. The eldest son is sald to be 
conservative, & money-getter and money- 
saver, but all the others have a Speculative 
turn, and someof them have already sunk 
respectable fortunes among the Wall street 
sharks, 

Such is the nature of the problem. The 
dead millionaire himself in spite of his wealth 
was plain in his habits and not at ail fashion-

THE SAVINGS-BANK . QUESTION 


AGAIN, 

The article which appeared in last Sun- 
day’s issue of Tue TUNE. appealing t 
capitalists in Chicago to orgaiiize a strong, 
popular savings bank, With a sufflelent cap- 
ital and under conservative management 
which w 
wage classes, has aroused very general inter 
est in this question, and has met with ex- 
ceedingly favorable response. There has 
been also a very general e 
While they have differed &s to details, they 
have been quite unaulmous as to tlie hedes- 
sity tor buch a bank ef bahks founded of a 
broad, popular basis, with strong men behind 
them, and appealing to the meet Ae; the 
working classes. 

In referring to this subtect . which is 
one of the most important that can engage 
the attention of our citizeris, Tun TRinu ht 
will not go into details or sketch by-laws, and 
will only repeat a suggestion of 4 correspond- 
ent that it is not necessary for capitalists to 
put up a million dollars at once. Let them 
suibseribd a millioh or moré as a guarantee 
fund to be used in case of émérgéncy; 
and pay in an installment for working cap- 
ital. The details can easily be regulated by 
cool-headed, experienced business-men. It 


will command the confidence of the

is more to the point to consider such a bank 


as a great conservative and moral agent, 
working for the benefit of the whole people. 

Let us suppose that stich a bank were or- 
ganized this winter. By the end of 1886—a 
year hence—it is more than probable that it 
would have on its books the names of fully 
10,000 depositors from the wage classes. 
These 10,000 depositors would have, at a low 
estimate, two millions on deposit at that time. 
That means 10,000 persons vaccinated agaihst 
Communism ; 10,000 law-abiding, conservative 
persons With money Wid up agalhst ‘‘a 
rainy day or ready for investment in a home 


‘when the accumulation is large enough; 10. 


000 persons saved from the demoralization of 
thssipation and the despair of poverty. Let 
us suppose that about this time next year the 
Mosts, Schwabs, Parsonses, and Fieldings 
again seek to inflame the wage classes with 
their Imcendiary harangues, telling them that 
they are robbed of their wages by their em- 
ployers, and urging them to break open and 
gut the banks and burn the property of capi- 
talists! How long would these 10,000 wage- 
workers listen to such advice? They are of 
the class which gives back blow for blow. 
The Communistie demagogs would not have 
the second opportunity to talk about wage 
classes robbing a bank. The 10,000 would 
speedily send a committee to the Anarchist 
demagogs to notify them it would be not 
healthy to incite their followers to violence, 
They would be a fortress of défensé against 
Communism in protecting theirown money— 
these 10,000 savings depositors, themselves 
capitalists in a greater or lesser degree, since 
their money would be lent out of first-class 
securities and devoted to the building up of 
homes and other legitimate enterprises, giv- 
ing increased oppertunities for labor. 

From the moral agenty point of view the 
argument is equally strong. The immediate 
influence of the great savings bank would be 
exerted to prevent individual demoral ization 
by dissipation; and what saves the individual 
will save society. A laboring-mah or a clerk 
finds himself at the end of the week witha 
few spare dollars in his pocket. What can 
he do with them? He can’t buy & house or 
a horse and wagon for ten dollars. He is 
afraid to keep money at home or carry it 
round in his pockets, for if it is known he 
has cash in any considerable amount it may 
be stolen from him, or he is liable to lose it 
in some other manner. Under such circuni- 
stances the temptation is almost ifresistible 
to squander it in bucket-shops, or podl-rooms, 
or in amusements; to risk itin a lottery, to 
play it away in the gambiing-hotise, or drink 
it up in saloons. In a very short time the 
young man becomes demoralizéd. He gets 
into à set that makes him a gambler, or a 
drunkard, or a dead-beat, living on his 
friends or public charity, before he knows it. 
He loses his situation, can’t get Work else 
where, or only odd jobs, he drops down lower 
and lower, and in this condition is an easy 
prey to thé Communistie demagogs, who 
convince him that he has been robbed: by his 
employers and that capitalists should be 
destroyed, whereas he has been robbing him- 
self and his family. 


What is true of this individual would be 
true of many others; and it is out of this 
elass that Communism recruits its followers. 
They have nothing because they squander 
their money, and they squandér their money 
beeause they do not have any place to put it. 

In that section of the country east of the 
Alleghanies and north of the Potomac—eleven 
Statés, small and large—the savings banks 
have on deposit a thousand millions of dol- 
lays at this time, a sum twice as large as the 
National bank capital of the whole Union, 
It is owned by two millions of men and 
women. It is the savings-banks corner of 
the United States. In that section are to be 
found the most thrifty, intelligent, temper- 
ate, contented, prosperous, and conservative 
wage classes of thé Nation. They have never 
been infected with Communism. Though 
it started in that section it has never made 
any headway there. It has only prospered 
further west, where there was an absence of 
savings banks, where the workingmeh have 
no place to put their money in which they 
have confidence, Where their earhiligs are 
squandered for whisky in saloons and gam 
bling hells, and they become demoralized, 
disheartened, reckless, and discontented, and 
fall easy victims to the poisonous infection 
of Communism. It is sad that such a condi- 
tion of things should exist in Chicago. But 
there is reason for it. There were 28,000 
wage-working victims of the savings-bank 
failures of 1877. It was a terrible experi- 
ence, and knocked all confidence in such 
institutions in Chicago out of their minds. 
As a result, sines then forty or fifty millions 
ot surplus earnings that should have been 
saved and owned now have been spent, 
wasted, frittered away, and there is nothing 
gdod left to show for this enotinous sum of 
money. 

The confidence which was destroyed by the 
dank failures should be restored by out solid, 
conservative capitalists. Our manufacturers 
should have the interests of their working- 
men sufficiently at heart to aid the scheme.

selves to the sound sense of the country. 
The first, fixing the Presidential term at six 
years and forbidding a seeoud term, lies at 
tle very fonfidation of the reform of the 
civil service, and would remove the partisan 
obstacles which now stand in the way of its 
therough enforcement. A President elected 
tinder such tircumstatiees would be greatly 
relieved from the pressure of party. He 
would not be responsible to politiciaiis, nor 
would he be left at the mercy of bosses. His 
polie would not have to be shaped by con- 
siderations of the interests of officeseekers 
nor by tus desire for his own re@léction. He 
would be more directly responsible to the 
people uud more Anxidiis to gratify them 
than tb ¢urty favor with the bosses, The 
Presidency would offer a premium for a Na- 
tional reputation instead of partisan success. 
He would be in & position to make a good name 
for himself, and by his emancipation from 
the offe isive. of party he would be 
left free to do it. The bosses could not so 
easily use him, for he would not be com- 
pelied to make himself solid with them or to 
Offer them inducements ip thé way of patron- 
age in order to secure their support. The 
Civil-Sérviee law would be easy of enforee- 
ment under such circumstances, unless the 
President happened to be a hidebound parti- 
san, rooted and grounded in the spoils sys- 
tem. The passage of such a measure would 
also relieve the whole country. Under the 


present election system the political hurly- 


burly commences à year before the President 
is inaugurated. Nearly another year is 
wasted in getting the machinery into running 
order, Two years elapse of comparative 
quiet, and then, a year before his term is at 
an end, the hurly-burly begins again, the in- 
cumbent himself either plotting for his re 
nomination, or, in ease he does hot care to run 
again, he is plotting for others. Thus about 
every two years and a half the whole country 
is torn up with excitement, and the political 
strain upsets business ahd keeps everything 
in a turmoil. If the term were extended to 
six years the country might at least anticipate 
four years of rest before the regular National 
house-cleaning begins. 

The second proposition is as desirable as 
the first. Of course the President should 
have thé power to veto any item in a general 
appropriation bill. It there is a thief in the 
omnibus he should have the right to pitch 
him out. An aggregate appropriation should 
not be allowed to cover up an individual 
steal; but will the Democratic House consent ? 
One of the principal purposes of this House 
is to eat up the surplus, and then commence 
on the Treasury proper. The preliminary 
operations have already commtenced in the 
fight over the change of the rules between 
the Springerites and Randallites. The former 
will probably win, and when fifteen commit 
tees inisteail of one get inte the Treasury, like 
pigs in a trough, it will be useless to expect 
that they are going to embarrass themselves 
with a Presidential veto. The second propo- 
sition, therefore, is hopéless so long as Dem- 
ocrats are in power.

READJUSTMENT OF #NGLISH PAR- 
TIES. 


„Mr. Chamberlain,“ says the London 
Times, discussing the early English elections, 
„remains without a rival as the leader of a 
new Radical party, distinct in its uims and its 
methods from the old Liberalism or even the 
old Radicalism with which his colléagues 
have been, down to a very recent date, ex- 
clusively identified.” The same journal com- 
pliments Mr. Chamberlain on his ability, his 
powers as a speaker, the energy and persist- 
ence with which he pursues his ends, and his 
sincerity of feeling. These attributes, it 
says, may be held to excuse **‘ his violence, 
his rancor, and his disregard of scruples.” 
It then pronoutices judgment on him, saying 
that he has achiéved the destruction of the 
Liberal party as an organized power in the 
State, and that his fame must therefore be of 
the kind which belongs to him who burned 
down the Temple of Diana at Ephesus. 

If Mr. Chamberlain has not destroyed the 
Liberal party, as it has hitherto existed, he 
can do so at any time he chooses. He will 
probably bide his time. He will await the 
action of Mr. Gladstone and the political de- 
velopments of the next six months before as- 
suming the aggressive. in his ante-election 
speeches he declared that he would not con- 
sent to be a member of a Cabinet which 
would not make free schools, graduated 
taxation, antl thé allotment of garden-plots to 
agricultural laborers part of its program. 
Notwithstantling the reverses which some of 
his supporters met during the early days of 
the election, his following in the new Parlia- 
ment will number about 250 of the 334 Lib- 
eral members elected. This majority of 
the party may follow Mr. Gladstone 
for the time being, but Chamberlain 
is their ideal leader, and when he 
begins to develop his policy they will 
fiock to his standard. They will reluctantly 
and in a half-hearted way support a Cabinet 
which will not number among its members 
Chamberlain. Dilke, and John Morley. Those 
three have apparently resolved-to act as a 
unit. The presence of Hartington, Goschen, 
and Lord Derby in the Cabinet would pro- 
duce an apathy among the Radicals worse 
than open revolt Which Mr. Gladstone’s in- 
fluence and Chamberlain’s advice would alone 
prevent. Even before Mr. Gladstone’s re- 
tirement from politieal life a reconstruction 
of English parties is almost certain. Mr. 
Gladstone says that the Liberals lost fifteen 
seats through double candidates and fifteen 
through the Parnellite defection. They lost 
thirty more by majorities of less than 100. 
In the dy- elections,“ which promise to be 
numerous as the result of petitions on ac- 
count of bribéry and intimidation, the Liber- 
als are sure to gain, especially if, as now 
seems probable, they make an alliance with 
the Irish. In six months the Chamberlain 
Radicals and the Irish members will have a 
good majority in the British Commons over 
Whigs and Tories. Then will be the time 
for Chamberlain to act, though he may con- 
sider it wise to walt longer. In the natural 
course of events Lord H will soon 
be transferred to the House of Lords to sue- 
ceed his father, and Goschen will probably 
be relegated to the same assembly in order to 
get him out of the way.

EXISTING LIQUOR LAWS OF LL. 
NOIS, . . 

It Might be supposed from the debates and 
proceedings of the Chicago Prohibition Union 
that this State has nb law réguilfiting the 
liquor traffic, atid something of the sort is 
a prime necessity. 

On the contrary, the Dramshop act of II- 
nois provides every feasible remedy for the 
abuses of the traflic; from high taxation to 
absolute prohibition, and the law is graduated 
to suit the state of publie sentiment in every 
locality. The get puts the true under 
bends and penalties in every part of the 
State, and provides additional restrictions for 
every municipality that will enforce them. 
There is ho reason why such a statute 
should give way to dead-letter enactments 
which result in free whisky. The law al- 
ready furnishes all thé prohibition which any 
locality can enforee, and only cranks ask for 
more thah that. 

The Drainstiop det, Whleh was adopted in 
1874 and amended three years ago by the 
High-License law, furnishes every practica- 
ble and effective means for suppressing the 
evils of the liquor true. Lllinois has re- 
versed the old common-law doctrine that 
every man has a right te sell intexicating 
liquor and made practicable prohibition the 
rule of the State. Every man in the State 
is prohibited from engaging in the sale ex- 
cept under certain severe conditions. In the 
first place he is prohibited from engaging in 
the sale of liquor until he has paid a heavy 
tax and obtained a permit from the local 
county or municipal authorities, who can 
grant or refuse it, as they think best. Pro- 
Libition rests on every man, and he can be 
released from it only by the affirmative action 
of thé local authorities in granting a permit. 
Now in any locality where thé people desire 
prohibition ali they have to do is te elect to 
office men who will carry out their will and 
refuse to grant licenses. The law already 
supplies prohibition, and all that remains is 
for the people to enforce it. A reasonable 
person would suppose this to be as much as 
even a crank could ask, 


Even when licenses are granted strong pro- 
hibitions still rest upon the vender. He must 
pay a tax of $500, or as much more as the 
authorities of the town may require, and fur- 
nish a bond binding him to recoup all dam- 
ages resulting from his sales of intéxicating 
liquor. He can, under thé statute, engage in 
vendihg liquors only on condition that he will 
not sell to minors or drunkards; that he will 
be responsible for the care and support of 


persons who may become intoxicated at his | 


bar during the continuance of such intoxica- 
tion; that he will be bound to pay any his 
band, wife, child, guardian, employer, or any 
other person all damages resulting from sell- 
ing or giving liquor to any other one of the 
persons named. A strict enforcement of 
these laws would do away with nine-tenths 
of the evils of the traffie; but still the Pro 
hibitionists cry out for mort law, while una- 
ble and un willing to énforce that already pro- 
vided. 

Any community if Illinois can secure en- 
tire prohibition if it wants it, and in any 
event it is proteeted from an uhrestrained 
traffic, as the people of Iowa and Kansas are 
not. But the Prohibitionlsts are not satisfied 
with obtaining prohibition wherever fifty-one 
men of a hundred favor that policy, but de- 
sire some scheme to enable the minority to 
rule the majority. But supposing that they 
may eséape the Ameriean doctrine of ma- 
jority rule in making thé law, how tan they 
evade it when it Comes to the enforcement of 
the statute? The exesutidn of the law is in 
the hands of Mayors, Sheriffs, State’s-Attor- 
heys, and other officers elected by a ma- 
jority vote. Nothing enn de done 
without the unanimous verdicts of juries. 
No court would permit such a thing as 
packing a jury with Prohibitionists; and as 
no man can be excluded from the jury-bot 
for opinion’s sake it has always been found 
impossible to enifotce sumptuary laws in op- 
position to the will of the people. The pres- 
ent laws of Illinois furnish all the prohibi- 
tion which the majority in any community 
desire of will enforce. Anything more than 
this involves the destruction of the right to a 
trial by jury and the dverthtoW of & majority 
rule. The system of trial by jury alone 
makes it impossible to forés prohibition on an 
unwilling community. The present law of 
Illinois provides all the prohibition that can 
be enforeed without an abandonment of the 
American doctrine of majority rule and the 
substitution of minority tyranny, together 
with a denial of the richt toa trial by jury. 
The coercive Prohivitionists are teally strug · 
gling to subvért one of the most important 
principles of free government. 


Tux new Liberal party in the British Com- 
mons will be a heterogeneous one. It will 
consist of Radicals, Whigs, Crofters, Labor 
Reformers, Liberationists, Local-Option men, 
and Independent Liberals. The Radicals 
are in an overwhelming majority in the party. 
Ot the $34 members they have about 250. Not 
less than 300 are pledged to disestablishment. 
The Scoteh Highlands representation, with 
the exception of the Marquis of Stafford, will 
consist of the nominees of the crofters. 
Even the millionaire cableman, Pender, 
though professing to be a Liberal, was defeated 
in the Northern Division of Caithness. The 
Welsh disestablishérs have been recruited, 
and are going to be aggressive. After the 
announcement of Mr. Dillwyn’s election at 
Swansea the Liberals there sent a telegram 
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Gſbson, was elected in Liverpool. Only two 
Irish Liberals, Mitchell Henry and Charles 
Russell, were elected in Britain, though near 
ly a score of them went to the poll. 


THE extreme and injudicious — 
tions madé by Cleveland and his subordinates 
have only increased the difficulties surround- 
ing the silver question. With Cleveland 
favoring suspension of silver coinage, Man- 
ning advising the retirement of the greeti- 
backs, and Jordan urging tho abolition of gold 
and silver ¢ertificates, the Administration has 
done all in its power to convince the people 
that its real purpose is to effect a severe and 
ruinous contraction of the currency. In per- 
mitting His sibofdindtes to recommend these 
violent and revolutionary schemes Mr: Cleve- 
land has aroused a defiant public sentiment 
that will resist every financial measure that 
bears the stamp of the present Administra- 
tion. Within the last week remonstrances 
have been presented to Congress from West- 
ern farniérs Who declare thelr belief that 
Cleveland and Manning have entered 
into a conspiracy with the American Bankers’ 
Association and the mortgagehdiders of the 
East toscale up all debts and fixed charges 
by contracting the curreney. Most ot these 
petitions were signed before urged 
the destruction of the greetibaeks or Jordan 
made his attack on the gold and silver certi 
ficates. These violent recommendations will 
confirm the previous suspiciohs, and atouse 
public sentiment in the West to oppose every 
change of the finances that has been sug- 
gested by the Administration. A few months 
ago it seemed probable that a suspension of 
the silver coinage might be secured by means 
of a temperate and moderates Sdyotacy, and 
with the understanding that it was simply a 
prudential measure to tide over thie dangers 
of the present situation. The revolutionary 
schemes urged by the Administration have 
aroused suspicion and hostility throughout 
the West, and vastly increased the difficulty 
of dealing with the silver probléii.

Hartington has taken pains since the elections 
to denounce any concessions to Ireland save 
such as every Irishman would indignantly re- 
pel. Chamberlain confines his public utter- 
ances to grumblings that abandoning Radical- 
ism lost the elections. Dilke's last speech is 
taken to indicate that he will not enter the 
next Cabinet. Spencer, Trevelyan, and the 
other members of the coercion ring are deter- 
mined to resist or mutilate home rule. If 
he can persuand his colleagues thereto, Glad- 
stone will forthwith move a vote of want of 
confidence in the present Government. If he 
fails to persuade them, Salisbury will be al- 
lowed to continue in office for awhile. The 
summing up of the situation is that Salisbury 
will govern until the Liberals have accep 
Parneil’s terms.

IN IRELAND. 
JEERING AT THE WHIPPED LOYALISTS— 
ENGLAND AND THE ORANGEMEN. 

DvuBLiIN, Dec. 12.— Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. Now that the electiofs 
have closed, Irish politicians of all shades are 
laughing heartily at the ridiculous figure cut 
by the Loyal Union Association, which under- 
took to convince the British nation that Irish 
peasants are groaning under the tyranny of 
Parnell, and anxiously looking to the landlords 
for an opportunity to overthrow their Parnell 
ite oppressors at the ballot-boxes. Curiously 
enough, a large number of dull Saxons 
allowed themselves to be humbugged 
into supplying the Loyal Union Asso- 
ciation with $250,000 to contest, with a great 
flourish of trumpets, the Irish southern and 
western counties against Parnei!l’s supporters. 
The professed object was to allow all men in 
favor of the union with England to manifest 
their abhorrence to Mr. Parnell and the Irish 
party by voting against them in the secrecy of 
the ballot-box. The English subscribers to 
the Loyal Union fund were promised such an 
uprising of loyal sentiment as would astonish 
the world. But the mountain produced a 
ridiculously small mouse. When the ballot- 
boxes were opened they revealed to the 
deiuded subscribers that the landlords’ 
agents, bailiffs, and Government hane- 
ers-on could only muster a very few 
bundred votes in the counties best effected by 
British connection. In some cases the Loyal- 
ists, all told, barely succeeded in securing 100 
votes, and in East Clare the Loyalist candidate 
received exactly thirty votes, against some- 
thing like 3,000 givento his rebellious op- 
ponent. 

STUPID LOYALISTS. 

No action taken by the Nationalists could 
have so clearly demotstrated to the English 
public the absolutely overwhelming strength 
of the National movement in Ireland as this 
test case prepared by the stupid Loyalist fac- 
tion. The dullest Britishers must see that 
there are only two live parties in Ireland—Or- 
angemen and Nationalists. The Whigs have 
deen complelely submerged; not a single spect 
men survives. Ireland has passed through 
the evolutionary period with the result that all 
minor political parties have disappeared, and a 
strict line of cleavage has been established be- 
tween the two really virile political parties. 
The Nationalists are in an overwhelming ma- 
jority, but the Orangemen are strong in their 
support of the British'nation and the landlord 
ciass, which bas everything to lose by the 
triumph of the Paruellite party. . 

The Orange eiement will be represented in 
the British Parliament by fifteen or twenty 
members who are bitterly hostile to the grant- 
ing of bome rule to Ireland. These will appeal, 
as the representatives of Protestants, to 
the religious prejudices of the English nation 
against granting any legislative power to Irish 
Catholics over the persons and property of 
Irish Protestants. There can be no doubt that 
an appeal made in thie spirit will command 
both the sympathy and support among a large 
class in England; but whether they could in 
the end succeed in defeating the national aspira- 
tions of Ireland is doubtful. It is not soaoubt- 
ful that the Orange representatives already 
elected wouid not hesitate to provoke civil war 
in order to prevent the concession of home 
rule if they could obtain serious encourage- 
ment from any powerful section of the English. 


REGRETTING THE TURN. 

There is considerable regret felt in Nation- 
alist circles over the turn taken by the English 
elections iu favor of we Liberals. The early 
Tory successes bad raised the hopes of the 
Parnellites that they would have a commanding 
influence in the coming Parliament, ‘ but the 
turn of the political tide makes these hopes 
grow faint. Tite Parneilites,in combination 
with the Tories, may, however, form an oppo- 
sition 80 wmigchievous that Mr. Gliad- 
stone must propose terms to the Irish 
or face a new dissolution of Pariia- 
ment. This is not a pleasant prospect for 
members who have spent their energy and 
large sums of money to get elected. It is 
probable that Mr. Giadstone will make a large 
offer in the direction of home rule to obtain the 
support of the Irish party und to carry out the 
Liberal program for reform both in Ireland 
and England. Should this case arise, Mr. 
Childers’ program, somewhat widened, might 
pve offered Mr. Parnell, or some modification of 
the Irish leader’s Own program be accepted. 
Mr. Gladstone resolved to make a great effort 
to satisty Ireland. He clearly understands that 
the security and permanence of the British 
Empire depends on a conciliated Ireland freely 
uccepting union with Great Britain. 

“ HIGH JINKS” AT THE CAPITAL. 

There are to be high jinksin Dublin over the 
installation of the new Nationalist Lord Mayor, 
Timothy Daniel Sullivan, M. P. for Westmeatn. 
Mr. Sullivan is a rich man, having made a 
fortude in literature and journalism. He is the 
author of various volumes of poetry, of which 
the best known is one entitled Green Leaves.“ 
His newspaper property consists of the Nation, 
the Weekly News, and Young Ireland—all of 
Dublin. The program for the inauguration 
festivities includes a grand banquet to be

For this occasion Mr. Sullivan 
bas ordered a superb equipment of carriages, 
liveries. silver, glasaware, etc. All are to be 
decorated witb the Sullivan crest and the fam- 
uy motto: A generous hand forever.“ A 
description of the liveries will fairly indicate 
the gorgeousness of the preparations: 

The livery coat and waistcoat are of claret- 
colured velvet. embroidered with gold bullion, 
and ornamented with gold shamrocks and 
barps with silver strings.

STILL AT SEA. 
WHAT THE COALITIONS IN PARLIAMENT 
WILL BE NO ONE CAN TELL. 

Lowpon, Dec. 12.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—-The election races are 
concluded, and the leaders of English parties 
and their polling jockeys are daily engaged in 
telling everybody why this or that happened 
and in explaining the causes of local defeats 
or victories. Meanwhile, for purposes of par- 
ty pride, erroneous calculations as to parlia- 
mentary strength are making, and these, per- 
haps, are reacting on the stakes. I find it re- 
garded by shrewd party whips that an error 
was made on tne question of a union of Par- 
nellites and Conservatives to count the twenty 
Ulster Tories as within such a union. I am 
told these members must be left out of that 
calculation because they detest Parnellism. It 
18 an error also to suppose that Mr. Gladstone, 
should he adopt the Parnellite plans, could 
carry all the Liberals with him. 

Many experienced politicians on both sides as- 
sure me that as yet it is not possible to estimate 
whether the Parnellites can get a working ma- 
jority for their schemes from any source, 
whether Liberal or Conservative. These men 
point to the fact that in the Parliament of 
1847 there were 329 Liberals and 327 Conserva- 
tives, and that it was quite a similar neck-and- 
neck race then as at the polls recently. Then, 
as now, there were common but erroneous cal- 
culations made as to party unanimity not long 
before that Parliament met; but the Peel- 
ites and the Liberals gradually approached 


towards the union Parliament of 1847. 
which, notwithstanding its initial incongruity 
and iis slim party relations, lasted till 1852. 
Under these. coalitions it is not unlikely that, 
as the question of Federal Union brought, in 
1861, the War Democrats and the Republicans 
together fighting Copperheadism, the question 
who in the Commons shall enjoy the precarious 
charity Of the Irish separatists may, when di- 
visions ensue, produce the odd coalition of in- 
dividuals against Mr. Parnell, irrespective of 
their last or present party predilections. Irish- 
Americans ought, therefore, to not too readily 
assume that the Parnell combinations are easy 
to be made so as to secure the near triumph of 
the Nationalists in procuring any kind of 
home-rule. 


_ A CHANGE OF BASE. 

The St. James’ Gazette, a strong Tory paper, 
bas all through the election patted Parnellism 
on the back. This evening, however, alluding 
to the Irish members-elect, it says: 

But is it nota flat absurdity to talk of a nation 
whose chosen legislators are to be managed by 
Liverpool dancing-saloons, drapers, tailors, gro- 


cers, assistant biacksmiths, and publicans? Are | 


these men to repro iuce the glories of the old Par- 
liament? Are they to dominate over the not un- 
worthy inheritors of the great names that made 
that Parliament illustrious? Are they fit guardians 
for the lives, the properties, and the education of 
5,000,000 of her Majesty's subjects? Has any land, 
in any age except the France of 1793, had such 
governors as these? 


THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


The question of free trade versus fair trade 
is being brought prominently to the front by 
the champions of both systems. The Cobden 
Club has awakened to the alarming strength 
of the anti-free-traders, and declares that if 
their strength continues to increase for a few 
years more at the same rate they will probably 
be able to effect vast fiscal changes. Alarmed 
at this prospect, the club is now begging ita 
wealthy members to subscribe for a propa- 
ganda fund with which to combat the 
wicked proteccionists. The Tories, on 
the other hand, are cleverly using 
President Cleveland’s message to make a 
point in favor of protection. They say that 
the United States is so burdened with surplus 
revenue that it will soon be compelled to re- 
mit many of the duties on imports, not from 
any love of free trade, but because it is neces- 
sary to spend the surplus somehow. The Lib- 
erals have issued a counter manifesto setting 
forth that hundreds of thousands of people 
are out of workin the States as a result of 
protection. 

The prolonged excitement of the late elec- 
tions, which made the last three weeks a period 
of misery to politicians and a bore to the 
public, has resulted in a strong 
and growing agitation in favor of a much- 
needed reform. The agitators want to puss a 
law requiring that all the elections for members 
of Parliament shall be held the same day, 
or, at most, shall not be spread over more than 
two days—say one for the boroughs and one 
for the counties. The discussion has elicited 
high encomiums of the American and French 
systems, but the existing British plan is dear to 
the hearts of party managers. It gives wide 
ecope for deals, combinations, and changes of 
front, and is altogether sucha system as Boss 
Tweed would have reveled in when he was the 
dictator of New York. 


SALISBURY’S PROGRAM. 

Lord Salisbury’s reported program includes 
sweeping church reforms with the abolition of 
extraordinary tithes and the leveling of emolu- 
ments, large and comprehensive land meas- 
ures, or a group of measures, the chief of 
which will be the Chancellor's scheme of regis- 
tration, which will render transfers easy and 
cheap, bills for remodeling the local govern 
ment, a system of sweeping naval reform, and 
a great Indian measure. So far there is noth- 
ing that will command Liberal support. More 
delicate questions are school fees, that rock on 
which every English political bark sooner or 
later founders, and flexible commercial treat- 
jes, which it is believed involve a covert at- 
tack on free trade.

For the time, at least, public opin- 
ion, as shown by the §panish press, will not 
tolerate even as “un cosa de Espana” a re- 
bellion against a Queen whose brightest dreams 
are of coming Christmas treasures and whose 
dearest hope is a promised Christmas-tree in 
German fashion. 

The funeral services over the remains of the 
late King Alfonso took place today at the 
Church of St. Francis the Great. The large 
edifice was crowded with distinguished people. 
All the sovereign heads of Europe were repre- 
sented, and the members of the diplomatic 
Corps were present. The civil and military 
pageant was an imposing spectacie, and was 
witnessed by an immense throng. 

AN EXTRAORDINARY ABDUCTION CASE. 

The Paris police are much exereised by an 
extraordinary abduction case. Some time ago 
a pretty and respectable work-girl, aged 17, 
was engaged as seamstress by a dressmak- 
ing firm.

THE VIENNA JEWELRY ROBBERY. 

Vienna bas not had such a sensation as the 
robbery.in the Graben since the late gigantic 
bank frauds. The. police are staggered by tne 
skili ana coolness of the burglars who broke 
into Herr Graatschetadten's store and carried 
off 300,000 florins’ worth of jeweiry undetected. 
Their success is allthe more surprising from 
the peculiar construction of Granischetadten’s 
house and the apparent solidity of the safes 
from which the valuables were abstracted. 
Several similar burgiaries in various parts of 
the Empire are attributed to the Grünzen 
thieves. Still it is supposed the job was put 
up,” if not actually executed, by Englishmen 
or Americans, Anglo-Saxons, consequently, 
are in bad odor just now. A list of 
the jewels missing inciudes five peari neck- 
laces, twenty pairs of diamond and sappuire 
earrings, and hundreds of rings and watch 
chains. The thieves did their work in a most 
deliberate way. Having got access to the 
store, they cut through three iron safes like 
so many cheeses — to quote the admiring com- 
ment of the detectives—carefully selected the 
most valuable articles, and rejected the rest. 
They even had time to remove the price-ticket 
from each trinket. The roobery will lead to a 
revolution in the method of closing jewelers’ 
windows. The English system will probably be 
adopted—that 1s, having holes in the shutters 
and keeping lights buraing inside all night. 

THE ARCH-INFIDEL VERESCHLAGIN.

ST. LOUIS IRREDEEMABLE—HER CITIZENS

enough. He preached to a large audience in St. 
Said he: 


Some members are very unlike each other. In 
Dr. Brooks’ church there are members who are 
altogether different from each other; the same in 
Dr. Lewis’, bat, however this may be, they all 
have the same longing, the same aspiration for 
something better and holier. 

I once heard a preacher say that many good 
Christian women went to church. That reminded 
meofa preacher in Georgia atachurch confer- 
ence. He was calling the names of different mem- 
bers of the church. Some answered for them- 
selves, and those who were absent were represent- 
ed by them. About one of these absent ones the 
preacher asked: Where does the man live? 
What kind ofa man is he“ Some one answered: 
“Well, he doesn’t go to church much, but he’s a 
good fellow. He lives next to me, and although 
he may not do bis duty, he is a mighty good man. 
The only fault he has is that he is just a little bit 
inclined to be quarrelsome when drunk.“ 

The matter is that the standard has fallen and the 
church is on as low a plane as it can get. A lady 
said tomea few days ago, “I don’t understand 
your illustrations, Brother Jones.” I told ber 1 
couldn't help the people's ignorance, 1 understood 
them. 


A lengthy parallel between Masonry and 
Christianity followed:

A mean man 
has a hide like an alligator. You cannot shoot 
them anywhere but in the eye, and when you have 
them there they are no account. These fellow- 
craftsmen will pray, dut say to them, Brother. 
lead us in prayer,“ and they will answer, I don’t 
pray.“ He has reserved rights, and no oné can be 
a thorough Christian who has reserved rights. 

lf a fellow has no brain his emotional nature must 
run him and keep bim red hot all he time. These 
sort of Christians run on their feelings. Their ulti- 
mate desire is to get to heaven when they die. They 
can take care of themselves while they live. You 
can telia fellow-crafteman Christian by his at- 
tending at prayer meetings 

Some peopie have an i that the church is the 
most unhealthy place y can goto. Ihave been 
going to church two and three times a day for 
years and look how fat and healthy Iam. 1 
want to be an apprentice Christian for sixty sec- 
onds, a fellow-crafteman for thirty, and a master 
Christian forever. A master Christian ts one who 
loves God with all his soul, loves his neighbor as 
himself, and who loves his enemies. <A master 
Christian is worth his weight in gold in any com- 
munity. He is alive to God, alive to his duty and 
to good works. You can never, as an apprentice 
alone or fellow-craftsman alone become a master 
Christian: but when once a master Christian you 
can never fall to a lower plane, thank God. 

O, for pure Christianity! Love God, love thy 
neighbors, and avoid all appearance of evil. Give 
us a nucleus of; this sort so that it may throw its 
power on this city. We want no more religion, but 
pure religion.

As Was stated in the telegram from Detroit 
yesterday, some of the heirs who live there 
have sold the whole and others a part of their 
interest. Mr. Wirt Dexter of this city, who 
was the attorney for the complainaats in the lit- 
igation growing out of the attempt to secure a 
division several years ago, holds a mortgage on 
the interest of several of the heirs for his 
services in that case. It is likely that the 
$2,500,000 belonging to the heirs will be apt to 
go through the courts before it is distributed, 
In several instances the purchasers will get 
very larye interest on their investments if they 
make their claims good. Any litigation, how- 
ever, which may involve the share of the heirs 


will not affect that to be set aside ior the 
library. The estate, as has been stated, 
wil he divided into two parte just as 
soon as the inventory and an equitable 
appraisement cau be made. Owing to the 
fuct that the realty is somewhat scattered it 
will require a iittie time to make a vaiuation of 
it, as the trustees will not act hastily, but go 
about the work intelligentiy, so as to eecure a 
result which will be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. When the estate is divided the $2,500,- 
000 will be available for the library, and then 
the trustees will take steps to estabjish it. 
They are absolute so faras the institution is 
concerned, the only limitation being that the 
location shall be on the North Side. If deemed 
best they can form a corporation and thus get 
others to assist in the establishment. What 
they will do, bowever, is uncertain at this 
time. The general sentiment has been that it 
would be a reference rather than a oir- 
culating library, and it is believed that 
the trustees are in accord with this 
opinion, though they are non-commiuttal 
on the subject. Mr. Newberry himself 
gave no expression of. his wisbes regarding the 
character of the library; in fact, there 16 no 
evidenve that he thought very much about it. 
He thought his daurhters would live and have 
issue, and made ample provision for them in 
his will. The library wag a contingency which, 
Judge Skinner once said, there was pot one 
chance in eighty of its happening. There has 
been considerable specuiation as to the loca- 
tion, but nothing definit will be determined 
about it for several mouths. 

Some or the heirs, I understand,“ said Mr. 
B. W. Biatohford yesterday, have discounted 
their expectancy, but that will not interfere 
with the division of the estate into halves. It 
cannot be tied up in court. What belongs to 
the library wili be set aside for it and a fight 
over the other baif would not affect it. There 
may be some question asto how the different 
liens ou the heirs’ share are to be 
settied, but the library part will not be 
touched, because it isn’t for the interest of the 
heirs, as they will want to get their money. 
After the division is made they will come for- 
ward.“ 


ANTICIPATING THEIR GOOD LUCK. 

Dispatches from Detroit, already published 
in Tae TRIBUNE, confirm the story that many 
of the indigent heirs have either sold or mort- 
gaged their entire interests in the estate to 
speculators. An instrument bearing the date 
of Aug. 4, 1885, probably the last of the long 
series, wus rapeived yesterday by the Recorder 
of Cook County to de entered upon the ree- 
ords.

Edward H. Newberry of Detroit, in consideration 
of $550, ussigns to Philip Kiing 4 Co. of Detroit a 
like sum from the grantor’s interest in the estate, 
dated Sept. 5, 1877.

COL. W. C. NEWBERRY. 

Col. Walter C. Newberry was found at his 
residence, No. 300% Groveiand avenue, last 
evening, and interviewed regarding these in- 
cumbrances and bonds. He said that Edward 
H. Newberry of Detroit was the only one of 
the beirs who bad deeded away entirely his in- 
terest in the estate. He is a grandnepbew of 
the testator, and his sbare is 1-112, or about 
$25,000. He said be has been the blacksheep 
of the family and bad mortgaged his inberit- 
ance, deeded it away two or three times, 
and after it was no longer bis own, issued 
bonds to the extent of nearly $100,000, on 
which he had realized various amounts. Miiton 
H. Butier and Jesse H. Farwell, two brokers of 
Detroit, hold the title to his portion, and they 
purchased it fairly and honorably at a good 
price.

EFFLORESCENCE ON BRICK WALLS. 


A ORITIOISM ON MR. ANDERSON’S RECENT 
PAPER BEFORE THE ARCHITECTS’ Asso- 
‘CIATION. 

Cnicaao, Dec. 11.— [Editor of The Tribune. | 
At a regular meeting Thursday afternoon of 
the Illinois State Association of Architects, 
President D. W. Burnham in the chair, after 
the regular business of the session the tollow- 
ing paper was read by Mr. J. C. Anderson on 
the timely subject of *Efflorescence on the 
Face of Brick Walls,“ and by common consent 
it was voted a most exhaustive treatment oi 
the question and unanimous thanks were tend- 
ered Mr. Anderson. 

I trust it will not add to the embarrass- 
ment which Mr. Anderson confesses that he 
felt on entermg upon the discussion of a 
subject so intrioate, involving complex prob- 
lems to be solved and proofs to be ad- 
duced without having the recorded in- 
vestigation and proois of others in the 
same fleld.to draw from and rely upon” to 
know that the whole substance of his paper, so 
far as it relates to the analysis of the eftiores- 
cence, Can be found on pages 48 to 54, inclu- 
sive, of the most recent and complete and 
standard work published on the subject of 
brickmakiag. I refer to the book entitled A 
Practical Treatise on the Manufacture of 
Bricks, Tiles, Torra-Cotta, eto, by Prof. 
Charles T. Davis of Washington, D. C., and 
publishea by Henry Carey Baird & Co. of Phila- 
delphia. 

However, it may relieve Mr. Anderson's 
“embarrassment’’ to know that his resulta are 
borne out ineach particular by Mr. Davis’ book, 
and, indeed, the article that Mr. Davis devotes 
to this subjett is so similar to the more recent 
one of Mr. Anderson, not only in conclusions 
but in arrangement and wording as well, as to 
suggest the idea that Mr. Anderson may have 
written the chapter for Mr. Davis’ book. 

I will agree with the gentieman when he 
says that the stibject of these éexudations has 
received litle notice in this city until very 
recent years"; for, in truth, there was no 
problem bere and no necessity for discussion 
until the Chicago, Anderson Pressed-Brick Com- 
pany began to mantifacture. 

That there was no discussion because few 
pressed brick: were used. as he olaims, is not 
true, for the yards in Indiana, with which the 
writer is connected, have been making for this 
market from 100, 000 c 200,000 of brick a day 
tor years, while millions have been brought 
aunually from the East and trom St. Louis. 

No, the trouble is in his clay itself, an anal- 
ysis ef which shows magnesia in plenty. And 
it is because, its sulphate appears almost in- 
variably on the surtace of his brick, which has 
been extensively used bere only a few years; 
that there has been of very recent years so 
general interest in this evil and its remedy, 
Mr. Anderson is overfrank, and candidly tells 
the architects and the public that these white 
magnesia deposits ars restricted to no particu- 
lar brick, but are true of several kinds. He must 
permit us to disciaim tis companionship. I 
decline to go in the same boat lest we both sink. 

Mind, I do not ciaim that the Indiana 
brick, the Trenton brick, and those from St. 
Louis afd Philadelphia are absolutely free 
from the defect amid all conditions, but I do 
assert that they are comparatively uncontam- 
inated, What does come out | am willing 
should be charged to the brick. Mr. Ander- 
son says the “ whitewash” on his brick comes 
from. the mortar. Please tell us, then, why 
his brick are covered with this stuff oftentimes 
before leaving bis yard or even kiln, 

I have personally seen the Andérson brick 
piled under a shed before a building, ready to 
be laid, and completely covered with the ‘* salt- 
petre’’ before coming near an ounce of mor- 
tar. So bas County,Treasurer Seipp and fifty 
Other men. 

Assto the remedy again, Mr. Anderson and I 
differ. Instead of bullding with an expensive 
cbemically-pure mortar and isolating the face 
brick from the remaining supporting portion 
of the wall by using tarred paper and by doing 
away in au insecure, unworkmaniike manner 
with a bond of heading courses, I would sug- 
gest as a preventive, until a radical cure can 
pe found, that, if architects will use these 
brick, they be rendered waterproof by three 
coats of a lead and oil paint put on when the 
brick are dry. 

This, my Own observation and conversations 
with practical, experienced builders, leads me 
to think is the best, and I would respectfully 
submit it to Mr. Anderson, the architects, and 
the public. WILLIAM E. Hincns.ire. 


The above communication was shown to Mr. 
J.C. Anderson last night. He said it was only 
ascheme of the writer to advertise his brick. 
In the puper referred to, Anderson nad not 
mentioned or referred to any special kind of 
brick, and, therefore, an attack on the Chicago 
Anderson Pressed-Brick Company or any other 
manufacturer of brick was entirely unjust“ 
fied. In regard to the book by Prof. Davis, 
Mr. Anderson said be had a copy of it himselif. 
The whole article in it with reference to salt- 
petre, with the exception of a few historical 
points, was a ‘verbatim copy of the specifica- 
tions in the patent granted to him in August, 
1882, under which the Anderson Pressed- 
Brick Company wanufactured its pecul- 
iar kind of bries. The reference 
that Prof. Davis made to the salt-petre forma- 
tions on the brick was entirely wrong. It bad 
been determined by investigations in Phila- 
delphi and London that it was simply sulphate 
of magnesia or Epsom salts. A large pordon 
of Prof. Davis’ treatise on certain machinery 
used in the manufacture of brick was copied 
from hig patent, together with the photolith- 
ogruphs. Even the remedy against the ex- 
udations of brick prepared in the book were 
his proposais. The assertion that the Ander- 
son brick showed exiudations when not in the 
wall was ridiculous. No brick not in the wall 
showed any such efflorescence, except after 
exposure to waste matter, such as was fre- 
quently found on the streets. Such exuaations 
had always existed, and not only upon brick, 
but upon stone as weil.

He approached 
the delinquent, who had arisen and was stand- 
ing beside the solitary Englishman's table, and 
informed him that if he didn’t settie up he 
would send fora gendarme. Everybody 
eating and drinking to watch the row. and the 
culprit, who I afterwards learned bore the rep- 
utation of a buily, suddenly wheéied on his 
heel, and, with a ligut, bantering laugh, asked 
the Englishman to pay his score for tim.

This witness, in addi- 
tion to testifying to the points desired, made 
the startling declaration that he was the bus 
band of Mrs. Michel, having been married to 
her at West Bend, this State, eight years ago.

However, he produced several 
letters signed by the deceased indicating his 
statement to be true.

WAUKEGAN — THE TRIAL OF STEPHEN 
BODER CHARGED WITH MURDER. 

WAUKEGAN, III.. Dec. 12.—The interest of 
this city and county at present centres in the 
preliminary examination of Stephen Boder of 
Libertyville, charged with the murder of 
August Rosine at that place last May. The 
body was found in the lake and at the time the 
death was a mystery. The prosecution have 
exhausted three days in opening the case and 
have made a strong web of circumstantial 
evidence against the accused.

The Truth as to the Charges Against Oapt. 
White House Proceedings Na- 
tional Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Deo. 12.—|Special,}— 
The question of boycotting bas been a prom- 
inent feature of the Labor Convention. The 
discussions of the resolutions adopted indicate 
afeeling that the indiscriminate ewployment 
of this weapon may react unfavorably on the 
cause of labor. The resolution adopted con- 
stituting the Committee on Legislation a board 
of arbitration and boycotting, and embodying 
this provision in the constitution of the organi- 
zation, is regarded as a retreat from the ex- 
treme position hitherto taken. It means that 
boycotts have been found to be a two-edged 
sword in many instances and that 
they ere to be resorted to only 
when authorized by central authorities. 
A local in point is the boycott proclaimed 
last summer against Heurich’s brewery. 
Heurich is tue largest brewer in Washington. 
He had recently put up an immense building 
at a cost of more than $100,000, and was a large 
employer of labor. A boycott was proclaimed 
against bim because in the construction of 
some dwellmg-houses he refused to annul a 
contract entered into with a builder who was 
employing non-union labor. Heurich imme- 
diately reduced the price of beer to cost andi 
creating a great disturbance among brewers, 
who threaten to reduce the wages of laborers, 
and the laborers in breweries throughout the 
country fear that the boycott of Heurich may 
result in the destruction of their own wages. 
To this fact and experince in similar cases is 
due the passage of resolutions concentrating 
the authority to order boycotts in the Legislat- 
ive Committee of the federation. Among the 
Congressmen indorsed as being peculiarly 
worthy to be appointed by the Speaker mem- 
bers of tne Committee on Labor were Gen. 
Weaver of Iowa and Messrs. Plumb and Law- 
ler of Illinois. 

Representative Weaver of Iowa wil intro- 
duce in the Hotse on the first opportunity a 
bill to create a Department of Labor, with a 
Secretary and Assistant Secretary, the tormer 
of whom shall be a Cabinet officer. The duties 
of this department shall be to acquire and dif- 
fuse among the people useful information on 
subjects connected with labor, to ascertain the 
causes of discontent which may exist among 
employers and employés, and to recommend 
prover metbods for the adjustment of the same. 
The Secretary is required to make annual 
reports showing the general condition of labor 
throughout the United States, the evils under 
which laborers are suffering, and whether such 
evils are the result directiy or indirectly of 
legislation, or from tne lack of it, and giving a 
statement of all labor strikes, riots, or disturb- 
ances, setting forth clearly the exact claims or 
both parties to the controversy. Sworn 
statements are to de required from em- 


ployers showing the wages paid by 
them and the profits realized from the actual 


cash capital invested exclusive of fictitious or 
watered stock. The present Bureau of Labor 
Statistics is to be merged with this depart- 
ment. Mr. Weaver will also introduce bills

TWENTY-TWO CHILDREN. 


THIS I8 THE RECORD OF MR. AND MRS. 
KARKERT DURING SEVENTEEN YEARS OF 
MARRIED LIFE. 

In the rear of No. 233 Blackhawk street, up- 
per floor, hyes Wilhelm Karkert, father of 
twenty-two children, but three of whom are 
living. The family oceuples but one small 
room, that is, that portion of it above ground. 
Nineteen of the twenty-two children are dead, 
seventeen buried in Germany and two in 
America. The record of the family is some- 
thing remarkable, for Mr. and Mrs. Karkert 
will have been married but seventeen years 
Jan. 9 next. The couple are almost of the 
same age. He wiil be 40 years old March 11, 
1886, and she will reach that age the 28th of 
the same month. They were married in Koes- 
lin, an ancient town in Pommerania, Germany, 
Jan. 9, 1869, and from that time on, at an aver- 
age of every ten months, Mrs. Karkert bas set 
one or more babies into this world. 
While ber husband participated in the Franco- 
Prussian war, and as Napoleon IIL surren 
dered at Sedan, Mrs. Karkert at home did ne- 
duty by swelling the census by two young 
Karkerts of the male persuasion. Unfort- 
unately, they only lived thirty-six hours. The 
next time she bore twins, less than a year after 
the peace had been signed at Frankfort, Mrs. 
Karkert bad no better luck. Since then the 
children have been born simgly, the births 
coming with mathematical precision, every 
ten months. They have all died with the ex- 
ception of the first two children and the last 
one, littl Anna, bora Aug. 16. The little 
creature is troubled, however—like all the nine- 
teen that died before ber-—with convulsions, 
and she looks rather frail, and too wise and 
peaked for her age. 

Despite ber incessant efforts in the maternal 
line, and despite frequent sickness, the twenty- 
two-fold mother looks vigorous and healthy. 
She is rather good-looking woman of 
generous dimensions, large, soft-brown eyes, 
and fair skin. The husband may also be 
calied handsome. He is above medium 
hight, good normal build, with regular feat- 
ures, a thick full beard, and dark blue eyes. 
Three years ago, or the third day after giving 
birth to another child, Mrs. Karkert was seized 
witb smali-pox, but recovered and no mark re- 
mains to tell the tale. She says that she bas 
never been interrupted in ber work by the 
frequent births, always leaving her couch and 
resuming ber bousehoid duties within twenty- 
four hours. The couple bave been in Chicago 
three years, the busband having been em- 
ployed as carpenter in varivussbops. He is 
living in enforced idleness now, as during 
most winters,

ALL FROM BOSTON. 


THE HUB I8 TO HAVE AN ELEVATED RAIL- 
WAY OPBRATED BY ELECTRICITY—A NOTA- 
BLE GATHERING AT A BANQUET—OTHER 
BOSTON NEWS. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 12.—[Special.}]—Notice 
of intention to file a petition to the General 
Court for incorporation as an elevated railway 
company bas been recorded in the office of the 
Secretary of State. Among the leading peti- 
tioners are the Hon. John W. Candler, the 
Hon. Frederick O. Prince, M. Deminon Ross, 
and the Hon. Bainbridge Wadleigh. The peti- 
tioners desire to be incorporated as the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. Their project is 
to build and operate elevated railroqds on 
which trains sbali be run by electricity, One 
proposed ling is from Scollay Square to Harvard 
Square, Cambridge; others from the same or 
another central point to West Roxbury Park 
and to Brookline Town-Hall; and from the 
foot of Summer street to Milton Town-Hail. 
Besides these a circuit rallroad is proposed to 
extend from the Boston & Lowell Raliroad 
along the shore front to the New York & New 
England Railroad, thence via the Old Colony, 
Albany & Providence Railroad Stauons to the 
Lowell, completing the circuit. The projectors 
claim to have certain advantages over any pre- 
viously-devised plan, and in the particulars 
especially of operating by electricity and not 
by steam and in the model or design of 
their road and iis running gear. Their 
model is «known as Riley's patent, 
and of the patent they are owners or lessees 
for this section of the country. The oon- 
struction requires but a single line of posts. 
From post to post a single main rail is extended, 
which takes the weight of the train. Parallel 
on each side is another rail of lighter oon- 
struction, These two outer rails are also at- 
tached to the posts, and are available ag safety 
or guide calls, in which service no great weight 
is brought to bear, But the train is 
kept la poise. and the centre of gravity 
is maintained above the line of posts. The 
care will be of the width usual for elevated 
railroads. The absence of steam is deemed an 
advautage in respect to there being less lia- 
bility of frightening horses, coustanoy in mo- 
tive force, and economy. It is said that the 
electrical raijway is now beyond the exper 
mental stage, and its practical working is well 
understood. ore will de no difficulty In pro- 
ducing power enough to run any train that it 
will be desirabieto use. It is the intention to 
begin right off with a model track half a mile 
in length in order to satisfy everybody, by act- 
ual demonstration, of the féasibility of the 
proposed plan. What line of road win 
first te dullt into the suburbs, if the 
charter shall be granted, has not yet 
been definitly determined, but the Cambridge 
Line or that to West Koxbury Park would 
most likely be chosen. Astorunning along 
the sidewalk or over the middle of the street, 
no definit decision is made, and the several 
lines would probably be varied according to 
special exigencies in this particular. The 
amount of capital has not been fixed, but this 
will be determined somewhat by the extent of 
the grant made in the act of incorporation. 
The persons already enlisted in the enterprise 
are mostly Boston capitalists. Distinguished 
engineers have approved the pian of construc 
uon and operation as being practicable on me- 
chanical principles. There will doubtless be a 
competing petidon—that of the Meigs patent 
for the Cambridge route, 

A delightful testimonial banque 
at Parker's this evening to the Rev. Dr. Hedge 
to commemorate his 80th birthday.

Education and Breaking Up the Reser- 


vations the Only Salvation 
IIInstrations. 


How Barbarity Is Encouraged Under the 


Present &ystem—Bosebud 
Agency. | 


Fort Nroprarra, Neb., Deo. 5.—[Editor of 
The Tribune It would seem as if we were 
nearing a change at last in our absurd Indian 
policy. The rapid growth in pubho favor of 
the plan to compel the Indians te take land in 
severalty and to give up their idle village life 
and become good, steady farmers leads us to 
bope Congress will at ita present session pass 
laws for the carrying out and perfecting of thig 
scheme, When such men as Gens. Sheridan, 
Schofield, Miles, and Indian Commissioner At- 
king recommend the severalty plan there can 
be no doubt about ita feasibility, and Congress 
may proceed with confidence to make laws for 
carrying it out. It seems to me, however, that 
neither Schofield, Miles, Atkins, nor any of the 
friends of severalty give sufficient attention to 
the subject of education in their recommenda- 
tions of what should be done for the benefit of 
our Indians. Perbaps I am a crank on this 
subject of educating the Indians, but I cannot 
belp believing that it ie in educating the young 
Indians we must look for the real advance- 
ment and civilization of the Indian 
tribes of the United States. We may scatter 
the old fellow on farms and compel them to 
take lands in severalty, but little progress will 
be made until the young Indiane come to the 
front and a better civilization, the result of 
education, grows up. It is a pity we did not 
adopt this theory long ago and educate the 
young Indians, for then the whole thing would 
have been over by this time and the Indians 
have become practically civilized and fit for 
the bigher duties of citizenship. But it is not 
too late yet if we start in earnest and etick to 
it, even for one generation. 


THE FIRST STEP. 

The first step sbould be to abolish as far as 
possible the Indien jargon and teach them to 
read, write, and speak the English language. 
The schools at Carlisle, Hampton, Forest 
Grove, and other places have done great good, 
but it does not sem to me that they 
quite solve the problem of Indian 
education. I would rather have the Indias 
educated at home than that they be sent 
abroad to acquire an education, The infiu- 
ence of the children upon the parents is en- 
tirely lost where the child 1s educated abroad. 
We hear a great deal said about separating the 
child from its savage surroundings when it is 
to be educated. That is all stuff and nonsense 
and just what we do not want to do. If the 
ecbild goes abroad a blanketed Indjan and 
comes back an American, wearing citizen’s 
clothes, he Is apt to be made fun of and ridi- 
culed until he discards his citizen’s clothes and 
returns to his blanket. On the other band, if 
the advancenient is made at home the older 
people become accustomed to it, and not only 
do not make sport of the citizen's dress but try 
to get one themselves. Look at the policy 
pursued by ‘the United’ States toward its 
foreign-born population and you will see the 
real policy that should be pursued by the Gov- 
ernment toward its Indian population. Exelu- 
sive of Alaska we have 252,897 Indians, and we 
yearly receive an accession to our native 
population of 300,000 to 400,000 foreign-born. 
More you will see in a single year than 
all the Indian population in the United States. 
Look at the record. In 1872 there landed on 
our shores 404,806 foreigners; in 1873, 459,803; 
in 1874, 313,889; in 1876, 227.498; in 1876, 169,- 
986; m 1877, 146,857: in 1878, 188,469; in 1879, 
177.820; in 1880, 457,257; im 1881, 669,431; in 
1882, 788,992; in 1883, 603,822. In eleven years 
in round numbers 4,552,586 foreigners, equal to 
eighteen times our Indian population. What 
nas become of this vast horde of foreigners? 
The answer is plain—they have assimilated 
with the American people—become American- 
ized, if you please. 

AMERICANIZE THEM. 

And this is what we must do with our Amer- 
ican Indians. Americanize them. To iso- 
late them, to shut them of from schools 
and contact with more civilized béings, 
ig not the way to doit. The more schools they 
have at home and the more they mix with 
white people the sooner they will become civ- 
ilized and self-supportiug. If all the Indians 
in the West could be scattered over the Hast- 
ern States they would become civilized in baif 
the time it will take to, givilize them in the 
West. But that is not practicable, and we 
must deal with them as we find them in the 
West. What, then, should be done? 

Firat—Survey all the lands in the reserva- 
tions and pick out the best for the Indians, giv- 
ing each Indian, great and sgl, old and 
young, 160 acres of good land, n sell the 
rest of the lands for $1.25 per acre (it will 
bring that), and build scbool-bouses and hire 
teachers to educate them. Education should 
be made in the strongest term compulsory, 
and every Indian child should be compeiled to 
attend school from the time it is 3 years old 
until it becomes 21. 

Second—The lands should all be held in trust 
for the Indians fortwenty-five years, and no 
one should be allowed to sell his farm. I would, 
however, give each Indian « non-transferable 
title to 160 acres 80 as to convince bim that it 
was his and not to be taken away as all his 
other lands have. 

Third—I would encourage white men to take 
up lands among the Indians and encourage the 
Indians to imitate the ways of the white men 
and live as white men do. 

Fourtb—The English language should be en- 
couraged to be spoken among them and 
children should be taught to speak it to each 
other instead of the Indian tongue. 

Fifth—I would not hurry the Indians too 
much, but make baste slowly, doing what was 
done thoroughly. They should have at least 
two years in which to select their lands in 
severalty and if at the end of two 
years all had not selected the agent 
should select for them and move them 
to their farms, giving them each a pair of oxen 
or horses, a wagon, some plows, harrows, and 
some seed tosow. The support or assistance 
ot the Government should be gradually withb- 
drawn. Idoubtif the present adult popuia- 
tion of the Indians could be made entirely self- 
supporting, but the pext generation, if edu- 
cated, would be more than self-supporting and 
contribute to the support of the Government 
instead of being a tax upon it. There is not a 
young Indian in the United States 12 years old 
and under but that can be made a good and 
useful citizen. There ie not an Indian girl to- 
day 12 years old and under but can be made a 
good woman, a Christian mother capable of 
rearing children useful to the State. One gen- 
eration will do all this if bandled properly, and 
itis time we were about it. The so-called 
Indian problem is no problem at all that I can 


see. 
A LITTLE COMMON SENS. 

All that is required is to use a little common 
sense, treat the Indian as we would treat a 
white man, ana he will soon become like the 
white man. I bave lived among the Indians

This drug 1s the sap of a South 
American tree, discovered a little matter of 
geveral centuries ago by a Spanish physician 
rejoicing in the classic name of Monardes. 
geber Monardes was enjoying an after-dinner 
stroll through the dank forests of New Gran- 
aja, when he discovered a native in 
the act of plunging a  keen-edged 
tomahawk into the bosom of a mighty tree, 
holding the while in his left band a sbell-like 
vessel, into which presently poured a sgir- 
upy substance, of whieh the dusky naturalist 
took great pains to spill none. The curious 
bed ane investigated, with the ul- 

timate result of setting the velvety jaws of the 
sefiorites of the court at Madrid masticating as 
industriously as are those of any Chicago home 
éirele today. In the year 1581 a speetmen of 
the drug was presented to Queen Elizabetn by 
ber faithful apothecary, Master Morgan, who 
had secured it at a great expense (covered per- 
paps by one of the enormous fees be was wont 
to receive from his royal mistress for bis skill 
io mixing certain soothing beverages) from a 
Spanish noble temporarily sojouraing in 
London.

. EVERY CITY HAS THEM. 

Every city of any consequence in the United 
States now has at least one tactory devoted to 
the interests of chewing-gum. The balsam of 
tolu in its raw state ig a soft, transparent sub- 
stance of a yellowish-brown color, soft enough 
to be impressib’e with the fingers, but not vis- 
eid on the surface. It gradually bardens, ac- 
cording to the length of time it is kept, but 
éan at any time be softened by the hand. 
It basa very agreeable odor, suggestive of 
benzine or vVauilla. The balsam is exported 
from New Granada ju cylinaerical tins, holding 
about ten pounds each, and is used solely for 
the manufacture of what are Known as tolu 
gums. Other, brands are paraffine, and spruce, 
and rubber gums, but retailers of the articie 
appealed to for information on the subject by 
Tue TRIBUNE reporter investigating it said 
tolu brands were the most popular iu Chicago, 
which was owing possibly to superiority of 
taste at the first crunch. 

A member of a city firm engaged exclusively 
in the manufacture of the stuff that keeps so 
many young women busy who would with- 
out it bave nothing to occupy their minds 
asserted that the inerease in the sale of it year 
by year was absolutely astounding. Our trade 
is principally with the South and Bast,” he 
said: “the people there have bad more time 
to familiarize themselves with the practice, but 
I am glad to be able to state that the West is 
gradually getting educated to it. The demand 
in this city from dealers is rapidly on the in- 
crease. .

COPPERAS AND BRIMSTONE. 


A CHEAP AND THOROUGH DISINFECTING OF 
THE DETROIT SEWERS—ABATEMENT OF 


DIPHTHBRIA AND SCARLET-FEVER. 
Halth-Officer O. W. Wight of Detroit, in an 


article published in tne iatest issue of the San- 


ttary News, outlines the means taken in bis city 
to prevent diseases arising from a defective 
sewage system. The writer speaks of the ap- 


propriation made by the City of Detroit for 


sanitary improvements during the cholera 
scare of last summer as something that was in 
the highest degree necessary, and in warm 
terms of praise of the private efforts of te citi- 


cens towards cleansing befouled neigborhoods,s 


Detroit, he goes on to say, bas no regular 
sewer-system, the city being traversed only by 
aseore of great conduits from four to elght feet 


in diameter and two to seven miles in length. 


Most of these empty into the river submerged, 
and consequentiy the dead water sets back in 
them from 1,000 to 5.000 feet. The submerged 
mouths render these conduits receptacies for 
vast volumes of sewer-gas, so strong that a 
rapid increase; of water ig the big sewers 
during a summer shower has sometimes caused 
such internal pressure of the confined air as to 
throw off covers from manboles in the strects. 
Now and then a large sewer is connected with 
a smaller one, and here and there depressions 
allow the sewage to become ponded, and un- 
dergo putrefactive decomposition. More than 
10,000 vaults are connected with the sewers, 
for the most part by means of eight-inch clay 
or cement pipe, which, the writer exclaims, 
makes small cause for wonder the fact that 
Detroit bas annually more than a thousand 
cases of diphtheria. ä 
Dr. Wight then goes on to describe the means 
taken by bim to disinfect the 200 miles of sew- 
ers. Intoeach of the 6,000 receiving-basius 
commuvicating with the sewers were thrown 
a dozen pounds of eopperas. In ali 75,000 pounds 
ot copperas, costing $13 a ton, were used. Not- 
withstanding much advice received to the con- 
trary, the doctor determined to fumigate the 
sewers with burning sulphur. Three tons of 
roll brimstone were purcbased, at a total ex- 
pense of $150. Fifty galvanised-iron pails were 
purchase zt T6 cents each. A sufficient quan- 
tity of t haun and five dosen spikes were 
also pu Holes three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter were punehed in the iran 
pails about two-thirds of the way up from the 
bottom, two inches apart, all the way around, 
Armed with all the necessary equipment the 
doctor started out with his -party, amid the 
“jeers,”’ as be says, “of a disbelicying crowd 
of city officials.”” A manbole was quickly 
lifted, aspike with a hook on the end of it was 


driven into the wall of the brick well a foot or 


two below the top; the chain was fastened to 
the handle of an iron pail and the latter det 
down into the sewer, so as to swing justclear 
of the sewage running in the bottom, 

chain was then hooked on the spike already 
driven. The pail was then drawn up, leaving 


the adjusted chain attached to its fastening.. 


A handful of lhghbted shayings were put into 
the pail and also a scoopful of ar- 
coal, and over it was placed a sheet- 
iron cover, in the centre of which was 
iaserted a single length of conical stovepipe. 
As soon as the charcoal was aglow the cover 
was removed, a dozen pounds of brimstone 
were thrown on the hot fire, and the pail 
quickly let down into the sewer. The manbole 
was then covered up, and on visiting the next 
one it was found that the odor of sulphur had 
traveled faster in the sewer than had the ex- 
perimenters on the roadway. The work was 
pusbed forward until a pail of burning trim- 


stone bad been suspended down each of the 
500 manholes in the city.

The Magnitude of the Busi- 


Many a less enervating early-morning stroli 
might be taken than one through the whole- 
sale meat-market on West Jackson street. The 
mart extends from Canal to Clinton street, the 
buge stalis containing vast siabs of every 
known species of animal flesh used by Chi- 
cagoans as food running along both sides of 
the way. At this time of the year the stalls 
sre opened ali the way from 6 to T o'clock, and 
at the latter hour the block is thronged with 
express and butchers’ wagons that have come 
to bear the day's supply or fresh meat to the 
retailing butchers, to be by them in turn dis- 
seminated amongst the consumers of the 
city. In every stall, hanging in gleammg 
rows upon giant hooks, are score upon 
score of carcasses of the luckless animals 
slaughtered within the last day or so. Corpses 


of bulloaks, sheep, and hogs bang side by side, 
and in and out between the rows are passing 
contiuuaily detachments of flerce-looking men, 
whose long biue coats, as well as their hands, 
are plentifully bedabbled with the blood that 
is often still dripping from the liteless bodies 
of their stock, 

The speed with which one of these genutie- 
men can dissect the carcass of a bullock, hog, 
or sheep is as ghastly as it is remarkable. Two 
slashes of his long knite, or rather sword, does 
it. One mighty jab downwards, another 
across, with perhaps afew gentle silicings to 
sever a few obstinate fibres, are all 
that is necessary to procure the size of slab 
the customer requires. The frontispiece of a 
hog during this exhilarating performance is 
often almost human in its expression of piteous 
protest, but this, it is to be presumed, the op- 
erator bas become hardened to by long years 
of practice, as he never notices it, 

he suppiy of meat is obtained almost ex- 
clusively from the slaughter-houses at Bridge- 
port, whither many farmers who are either too 
taint-hearted or inexperienced to let the life 
out of their own stuck send it to have it pre- 
t pared for the market. North Side wholesale 
butchers also send in some, and a certain 
amount 1s received direct from farmers. It is 
with the last that Inspector Sweeney, who is 
on hand every morning to examine all meat 
for sale before an ounce of it is sent away, ex- 
periences the most trouble, 


BAD MEAT. 

“Cattle are often sent up from the country 
covered up in wagons,“ be said to a TRIBUNE 
reporter who accompanied him on his tour of 
inspection yesterday morning, chat are unfit 
for human food. Some of them may have 
been lamed by a fall; others that I come 
across have been bruised and crushed to death 
by a locomotive, and cows are often sent in 
that have died in giving birth to offspring. 

Such damaged meatleasily detect, though, 
because the mercbants here will not sell a 
morsel until it has been passed by me. When 
I discover bad stock I put my mark upon it, 
and it is carted away to Obendorf’s tallow 
factory, a little way down the street here. 
When all the meat condemned by me in one 
day is coliected there I go and cut it up and 
pour kerosene oil on it, which prevents any 
possibility of ite being sold to anybody for 
food, Obendort pays for the teaming and ker- 
osene, and also pays the owner of the con- 
demned stuff a given rate per 100 pounds for 
it, so that the condemnation really costs the 
city nothing. 

* No, there is no penalty that I know of for 
sending damaged meat into the market, but 
there ought to be, But when I catch a man at 
it ouce I look after him smartly afterwards, 
and he bas no chance whatever of getting rid 
of it at the rate paid for sound stock. We re- 
ceive at this market every day some 500 cattle, 
800 or 400 sheep, and about 500 bogs, and it is 
only a very small percentage of this that I am 
obliged to condemn. And farmers who have 
been caught once or twice rarely try it on 
again, because they know how useless it is, 
but send it straight to the rendering establish- 
ments and get the current price for it.“ 

In the summer months, when the weather is 
so hot as to prevent any portion of the meat 
being preserved in proper condition over 
night the proprietors of the stalle are on hand 
at 4 o’clook every morning to receive the sup 
ply of stock, and every morsel of meat in the 
market is cleared out by noon, no matter what 
may be the sacrifice as to the price paid for it, 
From the end of October tothe ist of May, 
however, such baste is not necessary, as the 
stock can be held over for several days without 
suffering any damage in consequence, 


FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


During this period what is left over at the 
close of the day’s business is locked up over 
night, and exposed for sale at daylight the 
folowing morning. The meat ia all disposed 
of by the stallkeepers on a basis of 4 
per cent commission, the customers all being 
the retail butchers of the city. The rate was 
formerly 5 per cent, but was lowered last spring 
with the understanding that there was to be no 
deviation by any dealer from the present rate. 
The sales of one store average in busy periods 
from $1,000 to $1,500, and occasionally $2,000 
worth of meata day, which, with the perhaps 
twenty-five firms engaged in the trade would 
make a total of over $35,000 worih of this 
species of food consumed in Chicago per diem. 

A few doors west of Clinton, on the south 
side of the street, are several retail stores 
where in each are from half a dosen to a dosen 
muscular men, up to their elbows in 
gore, engaged in hewing carcases into 
the sizes requisit for distribution. 
It is hither that the most penurious 
of housewives make a matutinal pilgrimage in 
search of such viands as will satisfy the bevy 
of hungry mouths at bome without exhausting 
the family exchequer. Cavernous baskets of 
liver, pigs’ snouts and ears, and kindred delica- 
cies too unpalatable for more fastidiously ed- 
ucated s stand at intervals along the 
sidewalk to tempt the thrifty purchasers, who 
appear in shoals, armed with capacious market- 
baskets, very shortly after the appearance of 
daylight. Close by are several canning houses, 
where gangs of scantily-clad men and boys 
toll all day amid steaming caldrons and a far 
from attractive odor. The rutpiess fashion in 
which. the meat. to be canned is huried from 
hand to hand and table.te table during its 
preparation for cooking is not a sight calculat- 
ed to inspire one with a very unquenchable de- 
sire for such provender as an article of steady 
diet.

TROUBLOUS TIMES AHBAD FOR DIAZ—EX- 
PRESIDENT GONZALES BELIEVED TO BE 
FOMENTING REVOLUTION, 

MONTEREY, Mex., Dec. 12.—Rodriguez is 
still in the field, but itis understood that his 
forces will disband very soon, as his move- 
menrs are directed from the City of Mexico, 
he being put forward only to give the central 
Government an excuse to declare martial law 
and overthrow the civil State Government. 

Ex-Gov. Sepulveda was released from impris- 
onment by order of the Military Governor pro 
tem., Gen. Reyes, this morning, but is only 
alfowed the freedom of the city. He is contin- 
ually watched to see that he complies with the 
provisions of his parole. All his guards are at 
liberty, which virtually insures them against 
any prosecution for their acts in ‘firing on 
the Federal troops under Reyes. Everything 
18 quiet, but the town is full of strange faces. 
The revolutionists under Gen. Vidal Gariza ar- 
rived in the city last night, where they found 
the end they had been working for had been 
consummated. They immediately waited

upon Gen. Reyes and their commander 


placed himself at the service of the Federal 
autnorittes. Manuel Rodriguez was not able 
to acco his forces on account of iliness. 
Much dissatisfaction is expressed here at Gen. 
Reyes’ appointment, but as it is. only a tem- 
porary matter no open demoustration of dis- 
pleasure is liable to occur. ‘ 

News bas just reached here that President 
Diaz has appointed Gen. Ballesteras, who was 
Secretary of War under the first Diaz Admin- 
istration, as nermanent Military Governor of 
the State of Nuevo Leon, and that he left the 
City. of Mexico today for this city. Reyes will

When the sketch was completed and the 
Captain gave the signal to go ahead this Ches- 
terfielaian animal bowed with grave politeness 
in token of farewell and moved gracefully out 
of sigut. ‘The Captain vowed be saw bim stop 
and wipe a tear from bis weary left eye with a 
discarded dish-clout that jay on the deck; but, 
as no one else did, the statement may be di- 
gested with a grain of salt.

Returning swiftly townwards, the tug steered 
for the North Branch. The enlightenment of 
an eager public was delayed somewhat at the 
Kinzie street bridge by the byperboiations of 
an idiotic horse, who, attached to a grocery 
wagon, planted himself resolutely on the 
bridge just over the draw and obstinately re- 
fused to be influenced by eitber bis driver's 
volleys of profanity or the butt-end of his 
whip. Leaving the reporter to assist the 
Jehu in that branch of his adjurations 
rendered most convenient by the existing 
circumstances, the artist turned ads attention 
toa very picturesque junk-store that stands 
on the west sideof the stream just east of the 
bridge, the coils of disused rope and heaps of 
rusty chains and other wreckage with which 
its front is bedecked giving it the appearance 
of a veritable Old Curiosity Shop.“ The ca- 
pricious quapruped baving condescended to 
pass on—when shunted forward by the pole of 
an immense dray in its rear—the bridge 
swung, and the tug passed through. Here the 
balmy influence of the river's bed was mir- 
rored in the oiliness and inxy blackness of the 
water, and alsoin the patbetic rapidity with 
which each landsman on board availed bim- 
self of his pocket-bandkerchief. Half a mile 
above Kinzie street lies the dismantied bulk of 
the big schooner, George M. Case, that was 
wrecked last summer between Chicago and 
Milwaukee. Her seams are cracked and 
puiging, her port bow partly stove in, and the 
stumps of her masts her only evidence of 
baving ever possessed anything in the way of 
rigging. Sbortiy after passing her the color of 
the stream changed from the inky blackness 
before alluded to to a sort of yellow ochre, 
about the shade of pea-soup fed to patients at 
the County Insane Asylum. It wasn't 80 
pleasant to look at, but was a good deal more 
unctuous to smell. 

AN ABANDONED WRECK. 

Near Clybourn place, within a few feet of 
the west bank lies, sunken to ber deck-line, all 
that remains of the once natty schooner Charles 
North. Her upper timbers are gradually rot- 
ting away, but one of her masts is still stand- 
ing, and to it still hang some shreds of 
dilapidated cordage. Her boid is full of mud, 
and sbe will never rise again. Her cabin walls 
are standing, though the dayligbt finds its way 
m through many a gaping rift. Turning to 
question tne Captain with regard to the aban- 
doned vessel, the reporter noticed that neither 
the skipper nor his crew looked ia her direc- 
tion, and it was only after muvh pressing that 
the former was induced to speak of ber. and 
then it was in a hushed, awestruck whisper. He 
told strange stories of the poor old ship; 
stories of bow, after dark, the five forms of 
ber former crew, each with a blood-red cross 
upon his brow and another upon bis breast, had 
been seen to meet and perform a wild, fantastic 
breakdown upon ber deserted decks, emitting 
at intervals from their bairy, weatherbeaten 
throats horrid, brazen yelis, whose dreadful 
intensity made every live sailor within hearing 
clasp his hands t> his bead and dive below in 
terror. And in wiid weather, he said, when 
the wind shrieked and tore madly down the 
river, a hideous old woman sat perched upon 
the broken masthead and added her piercing 
cries to the fury of the gale. She was sup- 
posed to be the wraith of the ship's cook (who 
had been a colored lady), and she wayed in one 
hand a naked mutton-bone and in the other 
an empty pie-dish as she buried out her hide- 
ous mouthings at the raving elements. The 
sketch of the dismantied schooner above 
given was furnished with the inducement 
of a colossal bribe, by the tug’s deck-hand, the 
artist having disappeared below at the Cap- 
tain’s first mention of the sailors with the 
bloody crosses on weir brows and breasts. 


GOOSE ISLAND. 

The run round the west side of Goose Island 
was uneventful, save in the discovery of the 
schooner Harriet Ross, which wag Commodore 
Perry's flag ship on Lake Erie during the war 
of 1812, but which now lies in winter quarters 
alongside of an ordinary stone-hooker, waiting 
for the lumber-carrying season to come around 
again. In Miller Bros.“ shipping yards two 
yachts were on the ways, one a mere skeleton, 
the other almost ready for ber mast and spars. 
Further along a sign of the times was encoun- 
tered in the form of a big scow laden with 
young firtrees and other evergreens, which 
the wily owner will doubtless reap a rich har- 
vest out of from enterprising merchants. 

Before starting up the South Branch a balt 
was made at the scene of the work upon the 
new Lake street bridge, which, it is said, is to 
transcend in magnificence the much-vaunted 
Rush street structure. The foundation in the 
centre of the river is very neariy finished, the 
last tier of great stone blocks having been ce- 
mented into their places. The west abutment 
is progressing rapidly also, and is, like the

foundation, a source of great satisfaction to 


those who take enough interest in the progress 
of the work to come and look at it. .

PASTEUR’S THEORY. 


DR. BELFIELD BELIEVES HIM TO BE ON 
THE RIGHT TRACK, THOUGH STILL IN 
DOUBT OF HIS PERFECT SUCCBESS. 

Dr. William T. Belfield of this city is known 
as one of the most expert microscopists in the 
country, though still a young man, and he is 
one of the balf-dozen Americans who have 
studied under Koch, the great German scientist, 


+ whose fame, if not greater than that of Pas- 


teur, is regarded by many in the profession as 
more substantial. In last Tuesday's TripuNE 
a letter was published from THe TRIBUNE'S 
Paris correspondent giving a long interview 
with Pasteur upon the subject of inoculation 
as a cure for hydrophobia, and in which Pas- 
tour stated that an hydrophobia hospital should 
be established in some central point of the 
United States for the treatment of all cases oc- 
curring on the continent. 

A TRIBUNE reporter found Dr. Belfield at his 
office, No. 445 North Clark street, last evening, 
and the doctor was in à communicative mood 
when the subject was broached. Dr. Heifield 
is not an enthusiastic follower of Pusteur. 
Tne latter does pot receive pupils, but Dr. 
Belfield took a thorough course under Koch at 
Berlin, who is the most reliable exponent of 
the so-called germ theory among scientists. 
Dr. Belfield said that be had met Pasteur 
and conversed with him; that Pasteur 


was an enthusiast, who would send for a re- 
porter as soon as he grasped a new idea, and 
then possibly fail to establish it. Pasteur bas 
in this way made a number of mistakes which 
have shaken the faith of scientists in him, 
while Koch is a different kind of man, never 
asserting anything until he has established it. 
Pasteur's hydrophobia cure by inoculation 
has not received general acceptance. It is 
highly probable that it is correct, but the es- 
tablisbed rule is not to accept a new theory, 
by whomsoever it is promulgated, until some 
other equaily reliable scientist has examined 
into and indorsed it. The medical and scien- 
tine world is waiting for Koch’s judgment 
upon it. Koch and Pasteur have worked 
together in many things, and their joint efforts 
have established the cure for charbon, or 
malignant pustule, by inoculation, based upon 
Pasteur's original discoveries. Pasteur has 
also successfully cured chicken-cholera by in- 
oculation, and it is his theory that all conta- 
geous diseases arise from bacteria, and can ail 
be prevented by inoculauon, and it looks as 
though he was on the right track. Dr. Belfield 
said that he always took issue with those who 
called him a germ-theuvrist, and said that he had 
not adopted the much-anused bacteria, as 
Pasteur bed, but that the clear proof which 
has been made of the causation of half a 
dozen inféctious diseases by bacteria made it 
highly proba ble that other or all of them were. 
He said that the last authentic report received 
from France showed that tour men inoculated 
by Pasteur had escaped the disease for eleven 
months, but that was not an infallibie sign 
that they would not have it. Speaking of vac- 
cination in smali-pox as a cure, after exposure 
to the infection, he said that it made the dis-

The Affidavits from the Second and 
Fifth Wards Still Missing— 
Some Found. 


Testimony in the Monear-Doernsr Case to 
Show the Boxes Were Tam- 
pered With. 


The recount of ballots in the Smith- Harrison 
contest progressed to the middle of the Seven- 
teenth Ward yesterday. There remain to be 
counted three precincts of that ward and the 
whole of the Eighteenth, or about 8,600 votes 
in all, After these have been counted the next 
step will be to obtain permission from the court 
to examine the fourteen precincts that have 
been passed for various reasons. Fortune fa- 
vored Smith yesterday. He retrieved his 
losses by a net gain of fifteen votes, which 
brought him up to forty-five ahead of Harri- 
son. 

The count began with the Sixteenth Ward. 
‘In the First Precinct Smith gained one and 
Harrison lost one, The Second tallied with the 
official figures.

The Fifth 
showed another gain of one for Smith anda 
loss of one for Harrison. Smith's lead up to 
this time in the day’s work was four, The 
Sixth Precinct added nine votes, increasing 
the lead to thirteen.

teenth gave Smitht net gain oftwo and the 
Third agreed wit} the official count, Smith 
therefore gained ten, while Harrison lost six 
and gained one, giving Smith fifteen net.

THE AFFIDAVITS THAT WERE FOUND. 

As was anticipated, an examination of the 
envelopes containing the taliy-sbeets disclosed 
quite a number of affidavits,.but only a small 
part of those which should be in the possession 
of the City Clerk. Scarcely any, it will be re- 
membered, bave so far been found in the en- 
velopes containing the ballots. Deputy City 
Clerk Swift overhauled all the tally-sheet en- 
velopes yesterday and unearthed the follow- 
ing affidavits; 


There is not a single affidavit from the Sec- 
ond and the Sixth Wards. That some, how- 
ever, were returned from one precinct of the 
latter is shown by this circumstance: On the 
envelope containing the taliy-sheets of the 
Seventh Precinct was written: *‘Inclosed in 
city box find 312 affidavits,” in the handwriting 
of Edwin M. Sweeny, one of the clerks. ‘The 
man who stole those 312 affidavits knew notb- 
ing of this memorandum, or he probably would 
have scratched it out. The poll- book 
of this precinct shows that 603 votes 
were cast, 80 over of them 
were sworn in. This is al most 
equal to the “fine work done in the First, 
Second, and Ninth Wards. Although the evi- 
dence to convict the parties who swore in 
iliegal voters is gone, the grand jury should 
make an investigation with tbe view of dis- 
covering and punishing the parties who 
sneaked the affidavits. The memorandum 
made by Sweeny is a good starting point so 
far as the Sixth Ward is concerned. 

The recount of the ballots discloses that 
every Republican candidate for Alderman 
worked for himself without regard to the rest 
of the ticket. There was every kind of a split 
ticket imawinabie, and in all the wards the 
posters of the Republican candidates for Alder- 
men were on the Democratic ticket—an indi- 
cation of trading. 


MONEAR-DOERNER CONTEST. 

In the Monear-Doerner contest yesterday, 
August Ziech ot No. 920 Twentieth street testi- 
fled that he acted as judge in the Tenth Pre- 
cing: of the Sixth Ward with John Shannon 
and John Mueller. The ball ot-box was left in 
the kitcben back of Fred Reisner’s saloon 
donner Twentieth street and Oakley avrenue, 
until the day after the election, when Shan- 
non and Mueller took it to the City Clerk's of- 
tice. Parties came to the poil in the evening 
alter they bad heard reports of the result for 
down town. He did not kuow who they were. 
All went to the bar and drank. The room in 
which the box was placed was locked. When 
it was closed Reisner, Shannon, and Mueiler 
staid bebind. Witness didn’t know of his own 
knowledge that the box was taken to the City 
Clerk's office. Six or seven city baliots tound 
in the town box were not counted. According 
to bis recollection four were for Harrison and 
three for Smith. 

John Mueller of No. 875 Loomis street tes- 
tified that be served in Reisner’s place, being 
appointed by the other judges. He gave the 
bailot-box to Reisner at 2:30 the next morning 
after the election, but did not see where Re- 
ner put it, as he was tired and went home. 
John Nolan was present during the counting of 
the ballots and assisied witness, but did noth- 
ing wrong. There were three other men in 
the saloon when he left. He saw Reisner hitch 
up at 10 o'clock the next morumg. and Shannon 
put the ballot-boxes in the wagon drive 
off. Sm city ballots were found in town 
box, but were not counted. Five were for 
Harrisou and one for Smith. He did not recol- 
lect what Aldermen they were for, but thought 
four for Kroll, one for Kasparick, and one for 
Monear. On the cross-examination be said the 
six ballots were in excess of the number 

and were therefore not counted. a 
Wiliiam Lorimer was recalled and corrobor- 
ated the city mapmaker as to the location of 
certain street numbers from which illegal 
votes are alleged to have been cast.

A BOLD THEFT. 

When the clerks at Giles Bros.’ jewelry store, 
corner of State and Madison streets, were re- 
moving thé.trays ef jewelry from the show- 
cases to the vault8 at the time of closing Fri- 
day, it was found that a containing twenty- 
eigit rings Was missing. tray was one of 
four on a swinging glass plate in the diamond 
case at the rear of the store, and was known 
to have been there at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon. One end of the show-case lies against 
the side of the stairway leading to the whele- 
sale department upstairs. The outer corner 
projeets about two feet, making a jog 
between the side of the stairway the 
end of the showcase. The door to the case is 
a swinging one, and opens from the end next 
the stairway. It has a sepring-leck, and the 
orders are to always keep it closed. But re- 
centl¥ the hinges have sprult 80 us to make 
the door shut hard, and it bas been found sey- 
eral times with the latch not sprung. The tray 
which was stolen was the one nearest the back 
of thie cage. It was tue only dhe of the four 
in which the rings were not locked by a simple 
contrivance into thetray. Friday afternoon 
the store was crowded with custothers, and it 
would have been possible for a clever snuéak- 
thief standing in the jay at the end ot the casé 
to have reached across the end, opened the 
door, and taken the tray from its 
resting place. He would then have 
had to walk the entire length of the store with 
the tray concealed under his ovat, having first 
emptied the contents into his pockets. A con- 
federate might have made off with the plunder. 
The theft is characterized by détectives as an 
exceedingly bold and clever one, especialiy as 
Mr. Giles was seated most of the afternoon 
behind the ;same showcase exadiining dia- 
monds.

ARCHITECT FLANDERS’ VIEWS. 

Architect Fianders says the greater cost of 
the buildings now being erected is due not only 
tothe higher price of labor and material but 
also to the facts that the material is of better 
quality and a better order of work is required 
of the contractors. The system of ventilation 
pow adopted is more costly. There ig a larger 
window surface, and consequentiy a larger 
surface of steam-pipes. The construction of 
the closets is more closely attended to, and 
they cost more. The plumbing is more expen- 
sive. The rooms are larger, too. In the case 
of the fiftéén-room buildings now the floor 
area 1s 250 square feet more than the floor area 
of buildings put up five and thrée years ago. 
The roofing, tod is more costly. The 
new Haven School. containing tweaty-four 
rooms, was. built ata cost of $76,400 it is true. 
But the proposed high-school building will be 
much iarger. There will be twefity-four rooms 
and a ball. There will be two wardrobe 
rooms alloted to each school-room, one 
for the girlie and one for boys. There 
will also be a large baill-room for experiments 
in chemistry and other branches of science. 
These and other things should be taken into 
consideration in estimating the cost. In this 
matter he was acting under the instructions of 
the Hoard of Education and in accordance with 
bis professional ideas, The contracts were al- 
ways let to the lowest responsible bidders.

ART EDUCATION FOR THE POOR. 

lam busy. in Brighton organizing..frstiy a 
decorative art club for ladies, and in connec- 
Hon with it classes of poor children, also in- 
dustrial art classes for a very remarkable in- 
stitution—te Society of Evenitig Recreation 
for Poor Girls. At their rooms any poor girl 
is weicomed and there she may listen to music, 
play at games, hear readings—in short, take 
part in any cheerful amusement which any- 
body can suggest or supply. It is like a party 
or entertainment every evening free. There 
is a great desire among them to design models, 
carve wood, work in metals, and I am preparing 
the Glasses. Such evenings are now being 
beld on 4 large scale jn London. They were 
originated by Walter Besant, the novelist, and 
grew out of the Home Aru Association, of 
which he is an active member, .To these poor 
girls, whose homes are mostly squalid and ſoul, 
the well-lighted reoreation-room with its amuse- 
ments seems like bappiness itself. When 1 
went with Mr. Besant one through two or 
three of these in the very slums of London. 
and found the poor of both sexes earnestly en- 
gaged on several kinds of art work in which I 
recognized my Own exemplars, and was intro- 
duced by Mr. Besant as the originator of such 
teaching for the young and poor, I gould hardly 
repress My tears or the feeling. What on earth 
have I ever done to deserve to do so much good?”

KAN ZAS Orty, Mo. Deo. 12.—[ Special. Col. 
Payne, President of the gas company, an- 
nounces that gas will be furnished the people 
of Kansas City by Curistmas-Eve. Dr. Kellogg 
insists that enough natural gas can be taken 
from his well to supply the whole town. Pro- 
visions are being made to put in a 
largely-increased number of electric lights. 
Dealers are still disposing of vast numbers of 
kerosene lamps and oil, and it begins to look 
as though Kansas City soon would be the best- 
lighted eity in the whole country.

Conspicuous Examples of Egotism and 


Vanity on the Part of Great 


Chateaubriand Tennyson, Swinburne, and 
Zome Other PoeteReade and Dickens 
Macaulay and Oarlyle. N 


The man who was advised to pray every 
night for a better 22 ot bimseif in al 
probability was not a man of genius. 

The advice in the case of most of that class 
of the genus homo would be conspicuously out 
of piace. Men of genius, as a rule, may be 
trusted to know their own merits and to mod- 
estly make them known to other people upon 
request. The mute, inglorious Miltons” 
have, in the latter days at least, found a voice, 
and do not find it very difficult 

The struggling pangs of conscious truth to hide, 

Or quench the blushes of ingen uous shame. 

“Their name, their years, are “spelt by 
the unlettered muse no longer, but are sup- 
plied upon applicanod by the hands of genius 
itself to the literary man of all work, who 
finds it profitable to serve up a new celebrity 
every week. But as there is no new thing 
under the sun, even the methods of the great 
men of our time are very similar to those of 
the great of othertimes. As for instance, we 
are told, *“Occasionaliy Chateaubriand would 
read aloud passages from his memoirs, aud with 
great care and art presided at the selection of 
the audience, the choice of extracts, the adroit 
insinuations of what should be mentioned in 


the journals the next day.“ The egotism and 
Vanity of Chateaubriand were beyond all de- 
scription, and his arrogance equal to either. 
He ruled Mme. Récamier’s salon with a will 
of iron, He had promised, that lady that he 
would visit nowbere else, and in consequence 
ot this promise felt privileged to exact the 
most abject homage and obedience from all 
who frequented that noted resort of French 
genius. 

“Chateaubriand ruled the conversation al- 
ways—even when he took no part. He never 
hesitated to show when be was bored, and at 
such times played with an ugly cat, always in 
the chair beside him to prevent any one else 
occupying that seat. As nothing in the house 
was accidental, the cat was there for à pur 
pose; for it the caresses bestowed upon it by 
hig nonchalant hand became wearisome to him, 
and the disagreeable conversation continued, 
be abandoned the animal and began fingering 
the Veli-oord nervously. This showed Mme. 
Récamier that his patience was well-vigh ex- 
hausted, and she never hesitated to inform t ie 
unlucky talker that it was high time to curb 
his eloquence.” 


THE POET LAUREATE. 

Teunyson is said to be little less than a mon- 
Omauiac upon the subject of his Writing.’ He 
never willingly converses on any Otter theme, 
and is apt to converse on this to most unbear- 
able length whenever he gets a new: listener, 
and toend his discourse with an offer tu read 
a volume or two to the helpless victim who has 
fallén into his hands. 

A very laugnable story is told about the visit 
of Charles Sumner, bimself the prince of ego- 
tists, to Tennyson. Sumner, who never con- 
versed without bringing bimseif forward rather 
prominently, began expatiating to Tennyson 
upon American affaifs and his own post- 
tion in regard to slavery and the South. 
Tennyson, who, if he knew there was 
such a country as <Awmerica, certainly 
did not cars a farthing-candle for her or her 
affairs, wasintensely bored. Sumner, uncon- 
scious of thé peculiarities of bis host, went on 
until ne had delivered several of bis great 
speecies in the United States Senate, when he 
paused for breath. Tennyson seized the op- 
portunity at once. They were seated in the 
library, and the poet, taking down a volume, 
asked: Have you ever read The Princess 
Sumner meekly responded that it was one of 
his favorit poems. Head it, then,“ de 
manded the poet, pushing the book toward 
him. He bad not read twenty ines when 
Tennyson seized the book from him, saying, 
“That is not the way to read it,” and began 
reading himself. And he never stopped until 
he had read it through. Half-dead with 
fatigue, yet not daring to stir, for the poet Was 
so Jost in the poem, which he read in a high, 
pompous tone, something like a chant, 
that Sumner well knew it might be 
literally dangerous to bring him down suddenly 
from his frenzied. mood, and so maintained a 
motionless attitude until the close of the read- 
ing, when be actually. found himself unable to 
move from the rigidity of his limbs. 


CHARLES READE. _ 

Of all the illustrations of the Vanity and con- 
ceit of men of genius with which I am ac- 
quainted the case of Mr. Charles Reade must 
undoubtedly be ranked first. Justin McCarthy 
tells us that: It is well known in London that 
Mr. Reade’s character is disfigured by a seif- 
conceit which amounts to something like mania, 
and an impatience of criticism which occasion- 
ally makes him the laughing-stock of the pub- 
lic. Rareiy indeed in literary history have 
high and genuine talents been united with 
such a flatulency of seli-conceit.” Of course 
the satirists and critics are well aware of these 
characteristics of Mr. Reade, and make 
him endless trouble by their satires and 
critiques. The obscurest critic can sting 
him almost into madness, and many sharp and 
witty attacks are made upon him for the ex- 
press purpose of seeing him writhe. The wits 
are constantly trying to exaggerate his con- 
ceit; but this is a very difficult thing to do, and 
when they bave caricatured him to the utmost, 
to those who know him best it seems a not 
uniair serious estimate. The colossal egotism 
of the man is absolutely beyond éxaggeration. 
It may not be larger, possibly, than that of 
some of his brethren whom I have described, 
but he gives it all utterance, While the others 
discreetly try to cover ita little. His faith in 
his own capacity and bis admiration for his 
own works he states with the most engaging 
candor upon every possible occasion. And 
to every one who disagrees with 
him in this estimate he appeals with 
all sorts of arguments, and is not wanting 
indenuaciation upon provocation. That he has 
strong powers of invective and is nota very 
pleasant adversary are known wherever he is 
himself known. Indeed, his quarrels were the 
amusemert of the literary public for a long 
time, but at last failed to amusefrom their 
very frequency and violence. And with ali 
this stormy aggressiveness Mr. Reade is not by 
any means a bad or even a coarse man. He is 
the Boythorn of literature. If Dickens had 
taken him for the model from which to draw 
that irresistible person. fully as many people 
would habe recoghized the portrait as being 
trué to life as they did in the case ot Landor. 
He raves afd storms upon thé slightést provoca- 
tion, and invariably uses the strongest and 
most sweeping words the language con- 
tains to express tis Wrath. The denun- 
ciatory psalms are undoubtedly his fa- 
vorit Biole read, and he can call 
names almost equal to Sbakspesre. But, with 
all bis hot temper and love of controversy, 
Mr. Reade is a kind-hearted gentieman, a 
scholar of no mean aequirements, and a weil- 
bred and courteous person to meet. He is 
always trying to do some good piece of work to 
effect some needed reform, aud he goes about 
it with tremendous earnestness. He has really 
effected much in certain directions and still con- 
tinues his useful labors. His earlier novels 
were incomparably superior as works of art to 
bis later ones, but the latter make up in 
earnestness what they lack in grace. Peg 
Woffington,”’ Christie Jobastofie,”" and The 
Cioister and the Hearth” are all symmet- 
rical and beautiful books, While Never Too 
Late to Mend” and “Put Yourself in His 
Place“ are very well meant but somewhat 
hysterical exposures ef certain great wrongs 
whieh have set Mr. Reade's soul on fire, 


KINGSLEY AND MACAULAY. 


No one can help honoring him for the gallant 
fight he always makes in a good cause, how- 
ever much they may laugh at the eccentrici- 
ties of his genius. Charles Kingsley was al- 
ways much ridicuied for bis conceit and his 
egotism, but in comparison with Reade be was 
the most modest of mankind. He is a fine ex- 
ample, indeed, of what may be done by an en- 
ergetic tetnper, feafiess faith in self, an ad 
sence of all sense of the ridiculous, a passion- 
ate sympathy, and great workmg capacity. 
This absolute faith in one’s self is & vital neces- 
sity to a reformer., Without it he ig always 
tormented by déubts about the very reforms 
he proposes, and half his strength is sborn. 
All successful leaders iu great movements 
have had this

His descrip- 
tions of his public readings i his letters to bis 
family and other friends, especially of the Bill 
Sykes scene in Oliver Twist,“ are wonderful 
specimens of his frank and outspoken egotism. 
Of the airy vanity of Leigh Hunt literary his- 
tory is full, but it was of such a harmless and 
winning character that no one has bit- 
terly of it. Shelley also had his full share of 
self-confidence, Byron was an egutist of 
the first water. From the first reckless days of 
his youth, when, in writing of the first literary 
men of his time, be exclaimed: ‘“ Fools 
are my theme, let satire be my song,” 
he went through the world, fully 
aware of bis own superiority to most of the 
minds with which he came in contact, nor per- 
haps should we be surprised at the fact. He 
could certainly praise other men generously, 
when the spirit moved, a8 we have evidence in 
many of his letters. Carlyle was probably the 
most sublime egotist of his time, and had the 
most complete scorn of the millions of bis fel- 
low-countrymen, mostly foois.’’ In bis let- 
noe Emerson he speaks continually as 
th they had divided the world’s inberit- 
ance of genius between them, Yet he was a 
royal admirer of genius when be aid see it. as 
all his herpes bear witness, and could praise 
even as extravagantly.as he could blame, Are 
these men of genius alone vain? Or uave they 
a monopoly of conceit? Nay, verily. Tha; 
they have their full share we will not deny, but 
have not the little men and the littie women 
their share also of these much-ridiculed weak- 
nesses?

THE WEEK IN GERMANY. 


The trouble predicted for the present ses- 
sion of the Reichstag, on account of the ex- 
pulsion of Russian and Austrian subjects from 
the eastern provinces of Prussia, and the extra- 
dition treaties concluded with HKussia by Prus- 
sia and Bavaria without the sanction’of the 
Reichstag, has already commenced. The Im- 
perial message denying the right of the Reichs- 
tag to interfere with treaties entered into. by 
the several sovereign States of the Empire with 
foreign Powers indicates a further step in the 
direction of decentralization, which appears to 
be the latest policy of the Chancellor. He Bas 
once more documented his utter contempt for 
the delegates of the people by leaving the 
House, with the whole of the Imperial Cabinet 
present, when Windthorst’s idterpeilanon in 
regard to the expulsions (which he clainis to 
be an exclusively Prussian matter) was adopt- 
ed for discussion jn spite of thé Imperial mes- 
sage. No wonder the delegates are embittered 
by such treatment, and aithough they took good 
care not to adopt Windthorst’s modon to strike 
out from the appropriations the salary of the 
Chancellor the Impefial Government will no 
doubt have harder work than ever to get the 
appropriationa passed. Besides, the estimates 
for 1886-’87 show a large increase—upwaids of 
$25,000,000—over those of the preceding year. 
The Imperial budget has now reached 


enormous sum ot about $215,000,000, the 


larger part of which goes to the maintenance 
of the army and navy. It a strong and united 
Empire, with the satisfaction of being tne fore- 
most power in Europe, is a titing to be desired, 
it has certainly proved to be an expensive 
one; for not only bas neariy ali the one 
thousand millions of dollars paid by France as 
a warindemnity been spent, but since 1875 
about $2,000,000,000 has been paid by the Ger- 
man people in taxes for the maintenance of the 
Empire, and a debt of over $100,000,000 has 
been created.

The news of the serious illness of the Ger- 
man Emperor has renewed the prevailing im- 
pression that the close of his career is near at 
hand. In fact, his physicians are said to have 
expressed the opinion as long ago as last spring 
that be could not live beyond another year, 
calcarisation of the aorta baving set in, which 
must inevitably lead in the near future to 
paralysis of the heart. Evidentiy the Emperor 
himself feels that bis end is coming, and there- 
fore his disinclination to celebrate the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his acoession to the throne 
of Prussia, in spite of his fondness for festivi- 
ties. He feel he might be called off in the 
midst of them. Of course the German people 
will celebrate the day—the 3d of January—by 
batiquéets, speeches, military displays, étc., and 
the German Kriegerbund, an organization of 
veterans of the late war with 4 membership of 
200,000, is collect ing a fund to be presented to 
the Emperor and to béar his name, Which is to 
be used in assisting needy comrades.

Another of the rulers of Germany, how- 
ever, Prince Adolf of Lippe-Schaumburg, aid 
not forego the pleasure of celebrating the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his accession to 
the throne in becoming style. As it is cus- 
tomary on such occasions to grant an amnesty 
for political offenses, and there being no polit- 
ical offenders to pardon in his principality, six 
of which, by the way, would find room in Cook 
County, be remittea at least all fines and sen- 
tences pending up to $3.75, or one week in 
prison, and had all of the same nature 
stricken from the dockets. Aithough one of 
the smallest as regards territory, he is certainly 
also one of the riehest of the German sover- 
eigns, the value of hie personal estates being 
estimated at over $30,000,000. The foundation 
for this snug little fortune was laid by one of 
his ancestors, a celebrated Portuguese General.

If any male reader of Tun Tarsuns desires 
to acquire an unsurpassed collection of bric-a- 
brac be should go into the retail cigar and 
tobacco business. No matter what his rank or 
condition of life, the collecnon, like the patent 
medicine tat cures every ailment to which the 
fiesh is heir, is warranted to give satisfavtion. 
If unmarried, it is better than taking to him- 
self a better half, no matter how “ numerous 
and Valuable” the presents, since the col- 
lection is equally large and does not in- 
clude that expensive article of luxury, a wife. 
If married and the head of a family, it is a 
step which he should at once take; for its va- 
riety offers everything that the wife needs and 
the children cry for, to say nothing of himself. 
The beauty of it all is that the collection of 
bric-A-brac comes absolutely free of cost.” 
Of course it costs somebody something, as bric- 
&-brac does not grow on the bushes. The phi- 
lanthropist in the present case is the tobacco 
manufacturer, and he thus provides for the 
necessities of the retailer in return 
for his good taste in buying his goods in pref- 
erence to the goods of some other manufact- 
urer. In some cases the consumer is benefited, 
as will be shown further on; but asa rule the 
retailer is the happy man. The term is used 
advisedly, for it is no exaggeration to say that 
in the course of his legitimate purchases ot 
stock he will get, free of cost, a vast variety of 
useful articles, ranging in value from a step- 
ladder to a $35 cooking-range and from a five- 
cent wooden pipe to a Nebraska farm, with the 
3 of a cash prize ot several thousand 
dollars. 

Tais state of affairs is due to the method of 
advertising in vogue among the tobacco manu- 
facturers. The same method is used by other 
manufacturers and in other linesof trade. 
The bluing and baking-powder men give 
premiums of great variety. 80 do wholesale 
grocers, clothiers, soap manufacturers, and a 
host of others, When a retailer of dry goods 
gives a Christmas card with each purchase of 
a certain value the same principle is involved. 
But this method of advertising and at- 
tracting custom nas flourished most er- 
tensively in the tobacco trade. It 
began humbly and unpretentiously; it has 
now reached enormous dimensions, as will be 
shown later on. Fierce competition in the 
value of the premiums offered has, of course, 
ranged witthout cessation until there is seem 
ingly no limit to the inducements offered to” 
the retail merchant to buy or to the amount 
expended by the heavy firms in premiums. 

ONE OF THE SCHEMES. 

It is not easy to see at first glance how the 
manufacturer can afford to give such vailua- 
bie premiums, since the quality of his goods is 
not lowered or the price increased. Yet the 
explanation is simple. He works on the prin- 
ciple of large sales and small profits. If he 
divide his profite by 2, put one-balf into 
premiums and sell two pounds where he would 
bave sold one he has at least come out even. 
It he sell three pounds where he would have 
sold one, by reason of the attractiveness of 


bis premiums, it is easy to see that it pays. Let

SAVING AND SPENDING. 


A CORBESPONDENT ON THE VALUE OF BUILD- 
ING ASSOCIATIONS. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 1L—(Editor of The Tribune.}— 
Iam moved by the editorial in last Sunday’s Tris- 
UNE, under the caption of “Strong Savings Banks 
Needed in Chicago,” to address you again on the 
subject of building and loan associations. My ob- 
ject is to show that that need, which undoubtedly 
existed after the great panic of 1873, has been 
filled by these associations. Although two or 
three, and perhaps more, savings banks are now 
established on a solid basis and are carrying out 
the purposes of savings banks in an honorable and 
business-like manner, yet the confidence of the 
people who patronize such institations received so 
severe a shock by the failure of so many apparent- 
ly substantial institutions during the panic that it 
has been and will for years continue to be very 
difficult to restore that confidence so ag to enabie 
such banks adequately to fill the public want. 

It is fortunate, therefore, that. another mode of 
investing savings has proved to be safe, profitabie, 
and convenient. For nothing encourages thrift 
and providence in those whose earnings or jizscomes 
are smali more than to have a way open for the in- 
vestment of their means, and nothing induces 
wastefulness and prodigality so readily as to be 
compelled to carry the savings of a month about 
one’s person, with no place to deposit it where it 
will be secure from a passing temptation to spend 
and accessibie for a needed emergency. 

Several advantages are presented by the build- 
ing associations that do not appear in regular sav- 
ings banks. In each the depositor may deposit 
weekly or monthly such sums as he 
from his expenses. But

The person desiring 
to borrow makes his application and offers his se- 
curity—which must be uningumbered real estate, 
improved or to de improved at such meeting; 
the nature and situation of the security and che 
character of the proposed borrower are thus ex- 
posed to scrutiny; a committee is appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter and ascértain if the loan is a 
safe one; and on their favorable rt the loan is 
made.

He gets the benefit of getting his whip at the 
same rate as if he bought 10,000 dozen; but 
that’s all. There is an advertising frm in New 
York City which guarantees to make any 
article sell. They will contract with you that 
if you will expend $250,000 in advertising the 
article you wish to put upon the market they 
will make it sell to your satisfaction, and if 
they do not they will return you the $250,000. 
All they need to do is to educate the people 
into using the article. A man goes into a 
cigar-store, throws down a dime, and says 
‘Gimme a good cigar.’ If I could 
teach that man and all men just 
like him to call for a particular 
brand of cigar, plug, fine-cut, or smoking to- 
bacco every time, I would be rien in a month. 
That's the secret of the whole thing. if a man- 
ufacturer can make his goods so attractive that 
people get in the habit of calling for them his 
fortune is made.“

“ELIJAH” AS ILLUSTRAT- 


ING THE STRONG POINTS OF THE COM- 
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: a To the appreciative young student of musical 


"8 CREATIVE ABILITY. 


‘Ure no probiem of taste is more puzzling 
that of barmonizing his own fondness for 
©ssobn with the rather contemptuous

‘The beauties of Mendelssobn are of a 
commending them intuitively to the 

of all lovers of music, whose appe- 

n yet fresm and their feelings re- 
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are over. For this reason it may not be amiss to 
call attention to some of the beauties of 
“Elijah” as it will be 


musical counoisseursbip. 

Very little of English bas ever been so well 
set to music as the text of “Elijah.” The 
com poser’s Iraelitish heredity stood him well in 
hand. The subject in itself and in all its im- 
plications appeaied to the strongest sympathies 
of his being. Hence he was able to produce, 
and did produce, a succession of vivid and 
highly poetic pictures of the successive mo- 
ments of the history such as the world will not 
willingly let die. That tney are pictures of sep- 
arate moments, and not a continual progress, 
nor yet a climacteric succession, is the source 
of the structural weakness already mentioned. 
But, taking the work for what it is, where is 
there to be found a piece of musical deciama- 
tion, by means of solos, chorus, and orchestra, 
in which the music is so interesting in itself 
and yet the handimg of the words so well con- 
sidered as in “Elijah’’? Consider bow appro- 
priate are the two melodic subjects 
of the first chorus, the thesis, The harvest 
now is over,“ and the antithesis, Aud yet 
no power cometh to help us.“ The pianis- 
simo at the words “Willi, then, the Lord be 
no more God in Zion, and the climax grow 
ing outof it are well managed. In the soprano 
and alto duet. Lord, bow Thine ear to our 
prayer, with the chorus obligato, we come 
upon the peculiar Mendeissobnian phraseology 
—a .tone of gentle melancholy, yet with a 
sweetness of melody which, but for its “second 
mourning” sadness, would be wholly Italian. 
This flavor, so innoceut, so appealing, so de- 
witching, yet so Platonic, is peculiarly Mendeis- 
sohnian. Its charm gave bim his first popu- 
larity; ite persisténce under all sorts of ad- 
verse dramatic circumstances bids fair to 
prove his ruin; for it is this mannerism which 
most offends modern ideas. The recitatives 
in “Elijah” are very melodious, but their 
strongest point is the intelligence with which 
they phrase and emphasize the text. A capital 
example of this is Obadian's first recitative 
at the words “merciful, and kind, and 
gracious.” Still another occurs in Elijah’s 
prayer at the phrase that Thou art God and I 
am Thy servant.“ Here almost anybody else 
but Mendelssonn would have let the phrase 
fall at the word God,“ thereby cutting Elijab 
off from one of the points which he was most 
anxious about. purely lyric quality of 
the principal arias, “If with all your hearts,“ 
„O rest in the Lord,“ and Hear ye, Israel,“ 
are also worthy of the highest praise. The lat- 
ter air is extremely grand, especially in the 
last part. I am He that comforteth."" In the 
second chorus, “Yet doth the Lord see it 
not,“ there is a great effect. The voices fall 
into the solemn cadence of chorale at the 
words For He, the Lord our God, is a jealous 
God. and so continue until the end of the 
sentence. Then the orchestra takes up an 
eighth-note motion, where hailf-notes bad pre- 
vailed before, and the chorus goes on, His 
mercies on thousands fall —repeamg it, 
dwelling upon it, and spinning it out 
with thrilling affect. The peculiar sweetness 
of Mendelssohn's writing is hardly anywhere 
better show than in the double quartet, “For 
He shall give 
is as melodious and charming as possible. 

In the great Baal’’ choruses we come upon 
one of the earliest examples of the modern 
fondness for strongly-marked contrasts, the 
whole design of these choruses being to bring 
out into stronger light the reposeful parts of 
the work. Aithough so reckless, they are by 
no means the most difficult parts of the work 
to sing. The great chorus, Thanks be to 
God.“ is justly accounted one of the best 
pieces of Menhbelssohn’s choral writing. In 
the second part of the oratorio the numbers 
which the average listener likes best are Eii- 
jah's air, It is enough’; the lovely trio. “ Lift 
thine eyes”; and the exquisitly-melodious 
chorus, He watching over Israel.” This lat- 
ter, however, is only one of the master- 
pieces of singing provided for in the 
second part of the work, There 
is the highly dramatic chorus 
** Behold God, the Lord, passed by.“ Here we 
have a romanticiem at something vory like its 
best, especially in the deep hush of the pas- 
sage, And in that still voice onward came the 
Lord.” Following this comes the strongest ef- 
fect of all. It is in the contrast of the full 
chorus and orchestra after the quartet phrase 
Holy is God, the Lord.” The effect is ac- 
complished by simple means, but there are few 
listeners who are not thrilied by it. Perhaps 
tne best of the effects as yet remaining un- 
mentioned will be fourd in the shading of tbe 
imitative phrases of the chorus. He that 
shali endure to the end.“ The writing at first 
sight seems organ-like, rather than vocal; but 
when these phrases are shaded and sung with 
the fervor that belongs to them a beautiful 
impression is produced. Undoubtedly the 
work is too long. It goes on ser mobbing some 
time after Elijah has made his exit. Therein 
it commits an unpardonable sin; it attempts a 
climax where the means of making one no 
longer exist. Yet as a whole the work is a 
masterpiece. As such it should be studied and 


enjoyed. 


THE NEVADA CONCERTS. 

The most important musical event of the 
present week in point of pretension will be the 
Nevada concerts in Central Music-Hall Tuee- 
day evening and following. This rather irre- 
pressible young person has carried things in a 
particularly breezy manner throughout her 
Western trip. Whether the brass band point 
ean be reached ia Chicago during cold weather 
remains to be seen. At all events the practica- 
ble space of Central Musio- Hall will afford fair 
opportunity to estimate her voice and 
method at their true value—ail of 
which, of course, will be to her advantage. 
Her troupe is sufficiently numerous, and the 
tenor is well spoken of. The violinist, also, 
has been commended at times. The interest, 
however, naturally and inevitably centres in 
the fair Nevada herself. She travels in a 
special car and changes her dress after every 
number.

tion are confined to the actress, who has grown 
plump witnin a year, and the Quilp, who had 
such a frightful aspect that women in the 
audiences fainted at him. The part was 
played by P. A. Anderson, who undertook to 
realize fully the repulsiveness described by the 
novelist. The actor’s face was cleverly painted 
with the deép lines of a scoundrelly, sullen, 
ferocious expression, His teeth were alter- 
nately blackened, so as to make hig jaw look 
half empty. His legs were flexed, and kept so 
by encasing them in framework, seemingly, for 
they were never straightened; and this short- 
ened his stature to dwarfish proportions. 
this hideous appearance were added a harsh, 
growling voice, constant and fiendish grimaces, 
baring his scraggy teeth, a waddling gait, and 
a horrivie representation of Quilp’s brutish 
habit of bitmg his terrorized wife whenever 
she angered him. A more repulsive imperson- 
ation couid not be conceived.

This has delighted the fellows 
who gazed oa her from the sides of the prosce- 
nium, but correspondingly displeased the mul- 
titude further off. At length, whea der en- 
grossment became complete and the dandies 
rapturously encored her, the angry mass hissed, 
hooted, and derided until she was forced to 
retire. 


OFF WITH THE OLD, ON WITH THE NEW. 

In the entire lack of new plays there is er- 
cuse for turnmg theatrical attention to the 
personalities of the performers, Three pro- 
fessional beauties are lost to the gaze of the 
front-row adulators and st oor suitors of 
the theatre. They were foreniost in their 
kind, ana their withdrawal trom the society 
that lies between footlight and foyer has agi- 
tated the people of those circies amazingly. 
Oiga Brandon bas closed her peculiar career, 
at least for the time being, by suing for a d. 
vorce from her husband preparatory to mar- 
rying José Mercedes, a Cuban banker's son, 
who has been a conspicuous and earnest ad- 
mirer of ber for a year or miore. Olga came 
from San Francisco two years ago, and got an 
engagement at the Madison Square Theatre at 
atime when the management was employing 
al the very young and pretty amateur act- 
resses for whom places in its plays could pos- 
sibly be made. Olga was a Polish Jewess, wife 
of H. H. Brandenstein, and her maiden name 
had been Lavarovitch. She was a siender girl 
of 18 to 20, with delicate, colorless features 
and wondrously big black eyes, which were 
really her element of beauty. Dan Frohman 
was then in control at the Madison Square, 
and as a matter of business he forced 
her into public posture as a beauty 
whenever feasible, sending her to sell 
fiowers at faire and benefits, putting her at the 
front of proscenium-boxes at other theatres 
when not on duty in ber own, and thus by 
clever device soon establishing her firmly as a 
professionali lovely one.

It is under- 
stood that the point was being made against 
him by Union veterans ic their canvassing for 
a War history issued in opposition to the Grant 
work, of which Twain is the publisher. The 
account by the humorist of his campaign, just 
published in the Century, seeks to turn the 
thing iato ridicule, and to make it out a mere 
holiday escapade of boys, with no seriousness 
of intention or consequence on the part of the 
fifteen members of the company. But Twain 
was then 24 years old, and the band of which 
be was Lieutenant did some quite wicked 
maurauding. The killing of the non-combat- 
ant stranger, narrated in his article incidental- 
ly, is said by his enemies to have been suscep- 
tible of a different construction. On his be- 
baif it is urged that ali inuendoes as to this 
dark passage in his career arise from the busi- 
ness rivairy ot war-book publishers, jealous 
of the fortune which he has made out of 
Grant’s me . Last year’s lecture trouble 
with George W. Cable is revived, and some of 
the surmises mix the New Orieans novelist up 
in the matter as having, somehow or other, 
rendered it advisable for Twain to put forth a 
humorous version of his War adventure.

Of their official life much is known to the pub 
lie, but I must add a line about their home lite. 
It is 80 filled with sunshine, flowers, kindness, 
eager readiness to relieve distress, and a sym- 
pathy as compiete as one often sees, that it is 
a privilege to enter into it and an honor to be 
counted among their friends. Their house is on 
K street, facing Frankiia square. In the 
winter evergreens hem it in, in the spring the 
full glory of our almost tropical bloom, and in 
the fall the splendor of autumnal tints are 
spread like a gorgeous Chinese fan before it.

The event of Thursday was the grand requi- 
em mass sung at St. Matthew's for the repose 
of King Alfonso's soul.

The priests were vested in black moire, em- 
broidered and shot with silver and heavily bro- 
caded in silver. The memento moris were also 
done in the same fair metai, and were reversed 
torches, palm-sprays, and the death’s-head. 
The mass was not, of course. ordered from 
Rome or proffered by the pastor of the church, 
but it was the latter’s response to the pious 
and loyal request of the Spanish Minister, who, 
from the legation, issued the invitations, and 
who himself arranged all the details. This is 
the third ceremony of the kind we have had in 
our city durmg the last few years, the first 
being the requiem mass for Victor Emmanuel, 
and the second for Pope Pius IX.

SOUTHERN CHIVALRY. 


PRINCIPAL PARR OF THE BURNED QUITMAN 
COLORED SCHOOL LETS IN MORE LIGHT ON 
THAT OUTRAGE. 

Cur1caao, Dec, 10—[Editor of The Tribune. 
“T pave just read Mr. Seaman’s account of the 
Quitman fire, published in Saturday’s Tum. 
I thought I knew at least the names of all the 
‘leading’ citizens of Quitman, but never beard 
of Mr. Seaman before. His obscurity, how- 
ever, has not prevented him from voicing quite 
accurately the sentiment of his people, though 
some of his statements are apt to mislead those 


not familiar with the circumstances, and in 
some instances be does not tell the whole truth. 

In regard to tae “ social equality ’’ which we 
are charged with teaching and practicing in the 
school, let me say that neither Mr. Seaman nor 
any other white person in Quitman is a com- 
petent witness, since not one of them ever vis- 
ited the schoo! or made any other honest effort 
to find out our methods, Tunis tearful charge(!) 
seems te rest solely upon the tact that, when 
the girls boarding in the institution went out 
to walk, one or two teachers accompanied 
them. Let those who know anything of the 
dangers — beset young colored girls judge 
of the ity of this precaution, However. 
when told by a friend that this was offensive, it 
was decided that, considering the state of feel- 
ing, it would be best to appear upon te streets 
as little as possible, and then in unfrequented 
parts of the town. 

Again, Mr, Seaman says: “ They (the teach- 
ers) never were insulted by any one so far as 1 
have ever beard.“ Since the white people 
did not associate with them how could we 
hear that anyof them suffered insult? The 
following iteme illustrate the treatment which 
the teachers received and which they regarded 
as insulting, though perhaps, according to the 
Quitman code of honor, this was simply a mode 
of showing polite attention. The ladies were 
generally alluded to as females.“ When they 
appeared on the streets they were stared at. 
laughed at, booted at, and kieked at. Men and 
boys shouted after hem, See em!“ ** There 
tney gol “Nigger teachers!” White n- 
gers, etc. 

Mr. Seaman has neglected to give some im- 
portant particulars in connection with the at- 
tempt to assassinate the Principal, of which 
he speaks so slightingly. Four successive shots 
were fred at wy window, tbree of the bullets 
beimg afterwards found in the wood near the 
window. 

This event, whieh occurred two week before 
school began, was of sufficient importance to 
secure a call from the Mayor—and his dog, 
at which time bis honor expressed the greatest 
surprise and sternest condemnation of the act. 
Re knew there was hostility toward tne 
school, but did not for a moment suppose any 
one would go 80 far as ta attempt assasina- 
tion.”

render Erdenheim a much easier place toreach 
than to get away from. It is very doubtful, 
however, whether a more expeditious journey 
to the farm was ever made than that accom- 
plished by the Press artist and reporter bebind 
a headstrong horse that went on a dead run 
down every hill. The time of the trip was not 
taken, but the stalwart young driver, who 
bailed from the gem of the sea, deciared most 
emphatically that it was the best on record. 

It is now nearly four years sinco Mr. N. W. 
Kittson, the St. Paul millionaire, purchased 
from Mr. Aristides Welch the complete estat 
lishment generally known as the Ohestnut Hill 
Stud Farm, together with the sires, brood 
mares, and every thoroughbred hoof on the 
place. Since that time it has always been 
styled Erdenheim. aithough the name bad been 
given to it by Mr. Welch. Commodore Kitt- 
son is only an occasional visitor to his Eastern 
establishment, which is under the charge of 
Maj. J. R. Hubbard. This gentieman bas been 
for years an enthusiastic student of the stud- 
book and devotee of racing. Writing from bis 
home in Tennessee over the signature of Al- 
biou” his views attracted mucb attention some 
twelve years ago in the Sporteman. These 
communications led to his accepting the pos 
tion of turf editor of the Spirit of the Times, 
which he relinquished a few months prior to 
bis completing, on behalf of Mr. Kittson, the 
purchase of Eraenheim. 

In addition to having charge of the breeding 
of the future race-borses 
the Major conducts the 
annual campaign on the 
turf, commencing at Jer- 
ome Park spring meeting, 
visiting Coney Island, 
Monmouth Park, and Sar 
atoga, and only returning 
home when Jerome Park 
winds up its fall meeting.

the buildings are erected MR. LOUIS KiTTSON 
close to the road. On the eastside is the stud- 
horse barn, the circular training stable with its 
molosed covered track, and the barn for foal- 
ing mares. On the opposit side the home- 
stead, lying back about 100 yards from the 
road, is the first building, followed by the 
house stables, two small barns, John McCles- 
key’s house, and finally the imnfense new stone 
barn built to replace the one burned down a 
year ago. It is only just completed, and there- 
fore, has not been filled this year. When this 
is accomplished the equine residents will be 
able to laugh at a seven years’ famine, as hay, 
straw, corn, and fodder can be stowed away by 
the hundreds of tons. The object of baving 
such a large Arn is to be enabled to keep all 
inflammable matter away from the stable and 
reduce as much as possible the risk of a hoio- 
caust. In the fire of September, 1883, one 
horse was burned, and it was fortunate that 
the damage was so slight, for the main road 
only separated the blazing structure from the 
stallion barn, which in turn abuts on the train- 
ing stabie. 


LEAMINGTON’S GRAVE. 

Among the many interesting objects to be 
seen are the graves of Flora Temple ana Leam- 
ington, which are marked by two large, fiat 
granit slabs lying on the turf to the right of tho 
approach of the house. The deeds of the bob- 
tailed Flora have long since been surpassed, 
but neverthelesss she was the queen of the 
trotting turf in her day, and marked an epoch 
in trotting records by her then wonderful feat 
of trotting a mile in 2:19%. Flora was the 
first to enter the inner circ'e of the 2:20 list, 
just as Maud S. was the first to get below 2:10. 
and the fame of the former performance was 
quite as greut as the more recent feats of Mr. 
Bonner's great mare. Still Flora Temple was 
but a trotter, and at Erdenheim the thorough- 
bred reigns supreme, so that Leammgton's 
grave will always prove the greater attraction. 
Leamimeton was a great horse in many respects; 
bis appearance was noble and striking, his 
speed and weight-carrying abilities undeniable, 
and his success as a sire most remarkable.

A GRHAT COLLECTION OF BROOD-MARES. 


A breeding farm cannot be created in a day, 
for its strength will always be in the gradually 
grouping together of brood mares not only of 
excellent breeding, but possessed of the rare 
ability of a succession of good race 
horses. Mr. Welch had an exceptionally grand 
lot of mares, which Mr. Kittson bought in bulk, 
and to these he added some he then owned and 
others since purchased. Altogether there are 
thirty-three brood-mares at Erdenheim, nearly 
all of which are in foal this year. Among them 
are such well-know animals aa Maggie B. B., 
dam of Iroquois, Harold, Ste.; Lady Lumley, 
dam of Rataplan; Sister of Mercy, dam of Par- 
dee; Megara, dam of Spinaway; Maage, dam 
of Brown Duke; Australind, dam of Cireas- 
sian; Nemesia, dam of HKhadamanthus, the 
horses that the Dwyer brothers started with; 
La Rose, dam of Tuscaloosa and Rosalie; York- 
shire Lass, dam of Littie Fred; Essayez II., 
dam of Issaquena; Elastic, dam of Albion and 
Bounce; and Waltz, dam of Glidelia. 

Maj. Hubbard holds that Lady Lumley is the 
best on the farm, but she is not at all a typical 
brood-mare, being more like a stiff-built coach 
horse. Her tail having been nibbled away by 
her last foal adds to her stiff-built, common- 
place look, For real fashion and the sort of 
brood-mare a painter would select there is 
nothing to surpass old Maggie B. B., who 
looked, as she posed on the hiliside, as if she 
had just stepped out of one of Herring's best 
horse pictures. Australind is another good- 
looking mare, and so ie Sister of Mercy. Nem- 
esis, by her custom of keeping aloof from all her 
companions, seem smore appropriately named 
than ever. Before Flora was sold a short time 
ago Nemesis would go with ter, but now she 
nibbles the pasture in solitude.

The principal races won during the last sea- 
son by Mr. Kittson’s horses were the great Met- 
ropolitan Handicap at Jerome Park, the Coney 
Island Cup, Weiter Stakes, and a dead heat for 
the Tidal Stakes at Coney Island, the Atiantic, 
Camden, and Select Stakes at Monmouth Park. 
A few borses were taken to Saratoga, but they 
were sick at the time and could not win any- 
thing, so a return was made to Monmouth Park.

Lima, Nov. 2.—|Néw York Sun.]—Tbose who 
have traveled everywhere say. the women of 


Lima, Peru, are the most beautiful in the 


world. There is something about the climate of 


& country where rain never falls, and wherede- 
cay is almost unknown, ‘that. gives them a 
brilliancy of complexion that women of other 
lands do not possess. Perhaps their national 
costume does much to heighten their beauty, 
for any woman not positively ugly would look 
well in the embroidered manta that the 
ladies ot Lima always wear. This manta is 6 
shawl of black China crépe, and the amount of 
silk embroidery upon it indicates the wealtb of 
the wearer. Some of them are extremely beau- 
tiful and cost as much as $500, but ordinary 
muntas, such as the majority wear, can be 
bought for $15 or $20 in Peruvian money, 
which is worth 25 per cent less than American 
gold. A very common article of dyed cotton is 
imported from England at a cost of $8 or $4 
for the use of the negro and Indian women. 
But the manta is worn by every woman, re 
gardiess of her rank ar wealth, whenever she 
appears on the street, although in their homes, 
at the opera, and when they go out to after- 
noon receptions or evening balis the Parisian 
styles are adopted, and the ladies dress with a 
great deal of taste. 

The manta is square in shape and about two 
yards in size. It is folded so as to be tri- 


whero there is usually 
a bit of lace that hangs 
down to the eyes. One 
end of the manta bangs 
down the front of the 
drese as far as the 
knees, while the other 
is thrown around the 
. shoulders and fastened 
at the breast with an 
ay Dy, orpamental pin. Thus

LIMA. wishes to disguise ber- 
self she draws the shawl up 80 as to cover her 
mouth and nose, and permite only her great 
black, roguish eyes to be seen. And such eyes! 
Always large: age never seems to dim them, 
and no degree of self-discipline can rob them 
of or subdue their coquettisb instincts. The 
poet who wrotc 
Of that dark Queen 
For whose mere smile a world was bartered 
described a Lima lady. : 

The manta is usually drawn so closely about 
the figure as to show its outlines with the most 
conspicuous distinctness, and the women of 
Lima are as famoustor their beauty of form 
as their beauty of face. They are always 
slender, usually short of stature, and as grace- 
ful as sylphs. But they lose their beauty of 
figure with maternity, and one seidom finds a 
married woman wore than 30 or 35 years of age, 
if she is the mother of children, who retains 
the statuesque grace of maidenhood, They 
ripen early, reach their prime at 16 or 17, and 
gencrally marry at that age. At 26 they are 
fat, but they never lose the glory of their eyes 
orcomplexion. Their stoutness comes from lack 
of exercise and the excessive use of sweetmeats, 
for they spend their lives in rockmg-chairs 
munching düloes,“ as they cali confectionery. 
Girls who hard gone from Lima and adopted 
the customs of other lands have retained their 
gracefulness, but usually at the sacrifice of 
their complex ions, for transplanted flowers sel- 
dom retain the brilliancy of their native hues.

The Inca women in Peru and Ecuador are 
not at all pretty.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 12.— Special. — 
The chief topic of discussion in Philadelphia 
society at this moment is scandal. Mrs. Candor 
and young Backbite. the dandy, are in clover. 
Not for a generation has there been so much 
to delight them. There is scandal at the morn- 
ing cali, scandal at luncheon, scandal at 5 
o'clock tea and at dinner, and still more 
scandal at the dance. ‘There is no kindliness, 
no charity, no restraint anywhere; only the 
clawing passion and the cold-heartedness that, 
after all, underlie the veneering of what con- 
stitutes itself fashionable society in this 
year of grace 1885. sHeputations of men 
and women long known in the community 
are torn into shreds to gratify a passion for 
tittle-tattle. Even young girls are not spared, 
and families have been thrown into consterna- 
tion by the freedom with which the good names 
of their daughters have been assailed. The 
worst of it is, society here is so primitively oon- 
stituted that the smallest whisper finds its way 
through ali the sets. Everybody knows every- 
body else, and everybody feels himself in duty 
bound to interest bimself in everybody else’s 
affairs and make as much noise about the 
work as possible. This is beautifully village- 
like and neighborly, but when the village con- 


tains a million souls the amount of 
sm that results would make a roar like 
N H one could find some means 
of getting it all going together. Un- 
happy marriages, separations, divorces, 
and clouded love affairs are considered 
fair and entertaining subjects of gossip when 
the people concerned are in what we call the 
just 
now. The tales that are told m make a 
stranger open his eyes in amazement and in- 
quire what had become of the primness and 
staidness that he had always been led to be- 
lieve were the chief characteristics of life in 
the Quaker City. One to the manner born and 
accustomed to stories of scandal that give 
piquancy to the secret pages of old Philadel- 
phians’ diaries ever since the colonial days, 
when the town was the centre of fashionable 
life, knows well enough that primness and 
staidness, in so far as these terms are 
applied to the swell set, exist only 
m the minds of those to whom aa 
allegorical representation of this town would 
be a demure youth in a shad-bellied coat and a 
broad-brimmed hat. To make the representa- 


tion accurate, they should put a bright light in 
the corner of the youth’s eye and endow him 
with the propensity to go off on a 2:11 racket 
whenever the notion takes him. 

Phliadelphia. I fancy, bas had more scandals 
in high life, as the phrase runs, than any other 
town in the country. Law books are full of 
them. I could, if it were necessary, point you 
out half a dozen old divorce cases, reported in 
books reposing on the shelves of the law li- 
brary, each of which was the greatest scandal 
of its day. That, of course, is taking no note 
of the divorce cases of smaller impor- 
tance and of separations by agreement, 
elopements of fashionable people, and 
eo on. One of the most prominent 
members of the Philadelphia bar, passing now, 
recalls one great divorce. The scenes leading 
up to it were enacted years ago ina boarding- 
house kept by bis mother. The principals are 
still living; one bere, the other abroad. Life 
toeach of them is dreary, very dreary, and 
death probably would not be regarded as a foe 
by either. 

A CELEBRATED CASE. 

Perbaps the most dramatic affair of honor 
that ever stirred up the town was the Hebber- 
ton-Mercer encounter, thirty or forty years 
ago. Old Philadelphians will recall it, and 
young Philadelphians thrown into the fashion- 
able set have had it often told them by their 
elders, for it has qualities that bear telling 
wonderfully well. Hutchinson Hebberton 
and Singleton Mercer were both great 
swells in their day, members of fashionable 
clubs and conspicuous figures at fashionable 
entertainments. Hebberton was perbaps the 
handsomest young manof his time in this 
city—talil, well made, fine featured, gay, and 
dashing. He was a man of the world alto 
gether; you know what that means. His 
name became associated with one whose bonor 
was very dear to Mercer, and it was said of 
Hebberton that be not only did not deny the 
charge, but at the Philadelphia Ciub made 
boast ot it. These things all came to the ears 
of Mercer, a high-tewpered, impulsive youth, 
with the old notion of honor and gentieman- 
like procedure. He determined to avenge the 
insujt to dis bouse. 

He watched for Hebberton for some days and 
nights doggedly, but in vain. At last he heard 
that his foe, with a friend, was to go over into 
New Jersey for some shooting, and was to 
jeave the friend’s house early the next morn- 
ing. The house was across from Independ- 
ence-Hall, where the great paper declaring 
our freedom and Nationalicy was read. The 
hail then, as now, fronted a large park. The 
time was late summer. In the green, Mercer, 
armed, awaited his enemy's appearance trom 
early dawn. <A carriage was standing before 
the house, and after a weary watch Mercer 
saw Hebberton, carrying bis gun and accompa- 
nied by his friend, come out and enter the ve- 
hicie. The carriage was driven at a brisk rate 
down thé street toward the ferry tor New Jer- 
sey. 

Mercer hastened after it, awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to carry out his designs of murder. 
None presented itself all the way down, and 
the carriage, with its occupants, was driven on 
board the boat. Mercer still followed, waiting 
near the carriage. He could hear the voices 
of the occupants chatting and laughing, but 
their faces he couid not see. As he was pass- 
ing by, for perhaps the twentieth time, Heb- 
berton, laughing, leaned carelesly forward, his 
elbows planted on his knees and bis head resting 
in his hands. He vame for an instant into the 
view of his pursuer; for an instant that was 
all. But it was enough. Quick as a thought 
Mercer drew, aimed, and fired. There was a 
Hash, a cry of pain, and Hebberton fell for- 
ward mortally wounded. 


HIS GREAT EXPIATION. 

Mercer was arrested instantly; bis victim 
taken home dead. The slayer, or the avenger, 
as his friends choose to term him, was taken 
to Woodbury, the seat of Gloucester County, 
N. J., for trial on a charge of murder. The 
trial was more like a long jubilee of triumph 
than a grave judicial proceeding involving the 
bigheet equities of eivillaw. Mercer was ideal- 
ized, one might almost say idolized. The little 
court-room was crowded every day with the 
most noted men end women ot Philadelphia so- 
ciety, who openly expressed their sympathy 
with and admiration for the prisoner. 
A little table before Mercer was always 
bright and fragrant with flowers sent 
bim by fair hands, and other flowers adorned 
his cell. Able counsel defended him. The de- 
tense set up was that the prisoner’s mind had 
been so frenzied by the reports that came to 
him that he was not responsible for the real 
deed of murder. The prisoner's demeanor and 
conduct in the court-room seemed to bear out 
the theory, and the jury, perhaps, did not re- 
gret that they were able to find the prisoner 
not guilty on the ground of insanity. In those 
days the siayer of a human being was not com- 
mitted to an asyium for the insane, as is now 
the practice in most States, but was given 
complete freedom. 

Mercer came back to Philadelpbia and re- 
mained for a time a hero in the common eye. 
Still that sort of thing does not last. People 
will sometimes join in acclaiming the praises 
of one who violates the law, but who will not 
singly and individually take the transgressor 
into their housebolds. As time went and the 
cries of praise died away Mercer found leisure 
enough to meditate upon the desolation 
wrought in his beart and his bome by one 
man's wrong and his own equally wrongful 
method of seeking justice. A great change 
came over bim by degrees. His eyes lost their 
brightness, bis spirit its elasticity, his step its 
buoyancy. He grew strangely introspective. 
He gave up all socia! entertainments, 
and in an wnostentatious, one might 
almost say a furtive; way devoted bimself 
to deeds of charity. When the yellow-tever 
first broke out in Norfolk. Va., he saw tnat the 
opportunity for a supreme sacrifice had come 
tohim. The stricken

alms, as in the olden 
gates of convents. The three unmarried 
of the late F. <A. Drexel, 
fortune of $4,000,000 each makes them 
the wealthiest triad of sisters in the United 
States, pay rent for and largely contribute to 
the support of about 820 families. Beyond all 
that they give away thousands a year to char- 
itabie organizations. 

Tbree other maiden ladies, the Misses Blanch- 
ard of Walnut street, each of whom possesses 
a large fortune, are great benefactors of the 
poor and carry out their schemes of charity as 
systematically and conscientiously as they per- 
form the ordinary duties of life. Mra. George 
W. Childs has given away a fortune in alms 
and still goes on with her benefactions. 

It would be valueless to continue enumerat- 
ing the people of wealth who feel themselves 
in eonscience bound to give something 
from their abundance to lighten the dur 
dens of men and women less happily 
circumstanced. Society ie wise in its day, and 
gives praise and countenance to those of its 
members who reflect credit on itself by doing 
deeds of goodness. Indeed, singularly enough, 
one of the pets of Philadeiptiia society just 
now is the head nurse of the county alms- 
house. She is an ‘English woman, well edu- 
cated, and of respectable family. She is not 
acting out of purely philanthropic motives, I 
fancy, for there is a salary of some $2,000 a 
year attached to the office, and I bave not 
heard of her refusing it. She is invited out 
everywhere, and as she is quite pretty and ber 
style engaging she is a distinct social success. 
She was decidedly one of the belles of the 
sacred assembly last season. One meets 
ber frequently fair days driving in the 
park in the carriages of wealthy friends. 
She has her own receptions, and on her “days” 
at the almshouse the paupers of the institution 
are treated to such a show of crested carriages 
and liveried coachmen as would do credit to 
Mayfair in the season. The bead nurse under- 
stands what's what, too, and, it is said, has 
her own servants in livery and particularily 
bright buttons to bring in her cards on a silver 
salver. Philadelphia has bad many queer 
social kinka, but the making of the almshouse 
a rendezvous of tashion is perhaps the 
queerest. 

MILLIONAIRE CLERKS. 

Apropos of fashion. the newest dodge of 
prudent fathers to save their sous from the 
temptations of a tuxurious age is to compel 
the aforesaid offspring to go into trade. 
It is supposed that the requirements of 
business will force the boys to avoid late 
hours and too much champagne and to lead a 
regular life. Mr. A. J. Drexel, the banker, 
who is thought to be the owner of fifteen or 
sixteen millions, is credited with the author- 
ship of the pian. Some weeks ago he appointed 
his son Tony to a clerkship in his own bDanking- 
bouse at the munificent salary ot $12 a week 
and a midday lunch. Since then Mr. RE. C. 
Knight, the immensely-rich sugar refiner, and 
haif a dozen other millionaires have treated 
their boys similarly. Fortunately the boys do 
not have to pay their board or buy their own 
clothes out of their salary. Young Mr. Drexel, 
for example, is one of the most conspicuousiy- 
dressed youths in this town, and his weges as 
clerk would bardly keep bim in gioves. He 
sometimes asks a friend or two to the Bellevue 
and epends his whole week’s salary on one very 
ordinary dinner. 

The way most of these miilionaire clerks 
work is not uninteresting. It is like this: They 
come down at 10. At haif-past 10 they feel the 
necessity of some exercise and take a haif- 
hour's stroll on Chestnut street. At 12 they 
take lunch. That lasts about an hour and a 
half, and at 2 o’ciock the boys leave the office 
for the day. This, I think, is a very fair state- 
ment of the case. Yetoneof the clerks said 
to me the other night, midst a cloud of cigaret- 
smoke: I had no idea —puff— when [”’— 
puff, puff—‘went into business’’—puff— that“ 
—puff— it would be”—puff—‘“‘so confining, 
don’t you know ”’—puff, puff, puff.

HIS OPINION OF THE PRESS CRITICISMS OF 
“THE MRKADO — NEN OPERAS FOR THE 
CHICAGO PUBLIC. 0 
J have always been delighted with the fair- 

ness and intelligence of the criticisms of the 

Chicago press, said John Duff yesterday. It 


is remarkable, and I think I can best illustrate . 


it by areminiscence. About three years ago 
I produced ‘Heart and Hand’ in New York 
just after an inferior company had murdered 
it. The press there couldn't see the difference, 
baving once written it up, and my production 
was a failure. I brought it to Chicago, and 
again produced it under the same discoura- 


ging circumstances, it having been given in 
poor style just before I got here, and having 
been severely criticised by the press. The ad- 
vance notices by the Chicago press were given 
coldly. The morning after the first night, 
however, the papers, without exception, gave 
fair and intelligent criticisms, pointing 
out just where we were weak and 
where we were strong, and drawing a very just 
compurison between our performance and the 
previous one. The production was nothing 
extraordinary, but was a careful and conscien- 
tious performance of considerabie merit, and 
was a success here. The criticisms on “The 
Mikado“ have been very fair and intelligent. 
For instance: It has been said that certain 
parts were better sung in other representa- 
tions than in ours. I don't doubt this is true, 
since a regular opera company would be apt to 
have a particularly good voice assigned to a 
leading part. The fact is, however, that Gilbert 
and Sullivan write for a good actor who can 
sing rather than for a singer who can act. I 
think The Mikado“ bas been very intelli- 
gently criticised, and I have been astonished 
and amused to see bow infallibly you news- 
paper men have picked out the weak points 
and praised the strong ones. 

* have a very extensive repertory of operas 
new to the Chicago public, to which I own the 
exclusive right in the Unitea States, and I ex- 
pect to give some of them bere next season. 
The opera, ‘A Trip to Africa’ is one. 
It is a very brilliant work, and has not 
been given bere except for a few nights 
under very disadvantageous circumstances 
about two years ago.

The second is the last opera of Johann Strauss, 
‘A Night in Venice.’ It is the best music he 
has ever written in the operatic hue. and the 
location gives an opportunity for some mag- 
yificent scenic effects. The third is Cari Mil- 
lécker’s Gasparont,“ a very beautiful thing 
and sure to be liked. I hope to give these op- 
eras in the style of The Mikado,’ and. as I con- 
trol them, there will be no inferior productions 
of them previous to my performance, having 
in this respect the Ad oom over ‘ The

or Australia without notices 
of the formation of these societies, or of the 
proceedings of those already formed; and the 
reader cannot fail to be struck with the mag- 
nitude of their inter- 
esting items in relation to the growtb of build- 
ing societies abroad have recently come under 
our observation. We find, for example, that in 
Melbourne and its suburbs alone there are 
forty-five building societies, and that the capi- 
tal supplied by investors and depositors 
amounts to no less than £3,595,361. In Sydney 
there are at least twenty societies, 
asbare capital of nearly £750,000, which, with 
£1,250,000 borrowed capital, represents £2,000,- 
000 / or the purpose of investment. In America 
every town of importance has its building so- 
ciety. In Philadelphia, especially, they abound 
on all hands, and entire streets exist the houses 
of which are owned and occupied by building 
society members. The reports of eighty-two 
of the Philadelphia societies show for the work 
to the extent of $3,000, 00u, 
ween $6,000,000 and $7,000,- 
000. In the Washington District, again, where 
first society was formed in 1846 by some 
arines or soldiers, there are now fifty-five as- 
sociations with an aggregate receipt of about 
$100,000 per month, and they have in- 
vested about $3,000,000 in buildings and 
real estate in shape of loans to 
their members, buying homes and other prop- 
erty. We learn, also, that during the month 
of May iast ten new associations were formed 
in Ohio, with a total authorized capital of 
$13,000,000. These are but samples of figures 
that might be quoted to almost any extent 
with reference to ‘foreign and colonial 80 
cieties. Mr. E. W. Brabrook, Assistant Reg- 
istrar of Friendly Societies, stated, in a paper 
read before the Statistical Society, that the 
number of incorporated English societies was 
1,853, with 513,667 members, the receipts for 
the last financial year amounting to no less 
a eum than £21,165,211, while the mort 
gare assets reached £46,226,160. It is 
dificult to exaggerate the value of a move 
ment which shows such results as these. The 
only moral we desire to draw from them is the 
importance, indeed the necessity, of establish- 
ing and conducting the societies on thoroughly 
sound and economical principies. The best 
institutions may be easily wrecked by disre- 
gard to this primary consideration. The great 
majority ot existing buiiding societies, we have 
little doubt, arein a : satisfactory posi- 
tion, and it should be the aim of all who are inter- 
ested in their working to see that no 
able features are introduced which might in- 
terfere with their healthy development. 


VARIOUS NOTES. 

There was considerable difference of opinion 
among brokers as to the effect of the death of 
Mrs. Newberry. Some of them said as soon as 
they heard the announcement that it would 
make a very active real-estate market in the 
near future. Others thought it would be a 
good while before the affairs of the estate 
would be settled up and that the event would 
have no immediate influence. One agent said 
it would very likely depress prices somewhat 
for a time, as some of the heirs are in an im- 
pecunious condition and would take tbe first 
opportunity to realize. Nothing very serious 
of that sort is, however, to be expected unless 
a period of general depression comes on us. 
There are plenty of people now who would be 
glad to increase their holdings of North Side 
property, though that is a partof the city that 
has thus far been little affected by the active 
demand. Pretty much everybody has picked 
out a site for the library. 

The current report that Munger Brothers, the 
tenants, were the purchasers of the Matteson 
House is incorrect. 

The proposition to establish a call of the 
Real-Estate Board to which the public will be 
udmitted finds much favor among the members 
of the board, and something of the sort will 
undoubtedly be done. As for the matter of 
exclusive agencies, it is thought probabie that 
a resolution will be adopted recommending ex- 
clusive agencies but not requiring them. 

The refusal of $800 a front foot for a lot on 
Wabash avenue south of Eldridge court—not a 
corner lot—makes some of the experts feel a 
trifle dizzy. It was but a tew months ayo that 
property in that vicinity was rated at $350 to 
$400 a foot. 

It was stated in these columns a short time 
ago that an offer of 8500, 000% had been made for 
the store and lot of D. B. Fisk & Co. on Wabash 
avenue. It is not to be understood that the 
property is in the market. Of course anybody 
can make an offer for anything, but that does 
not imply that it is for sale. It is not believed 
that there are any negotiations pending. 

A substantial shed is gomg up over the 
Pheenix lot on Jackson street so that the work 
of excavation and construction can go on dur- 
ing the winter. Some of the real-estate men 
will bave it that 1t does not pay to work under 
a shed on such a building during the cold 
weather, but time is precious when a large 
investment is affording no returns, and labor 
is cheap in the winter. Anybow, the company 
bas gone ahead without asking the opinion of 
tus critics. 

C. A. Weary, architect, has completed plans 
in the last two weeks for two threestory and 
cellar houses, 40x60 feet, to be erected on 
Michigan avenue, near Twenty-eighth street, 
for E. Leonard, to cost $19,000; three two- 
story and basement houses, with slate man- 
sard, for J. H. Coleman, to be erected on 
Campbell avenue, near Van Buren street, to 
cost $14,000; and six two-story and cellar 
houses, 115 feet front by 66 deep, for O. M. 
Wells & Co., to be built on the South Side, at a 
cost of about $30,000.
